Senators : — In entering upon the duties of the office again 
conferred upon me by the freemen of Vermont, I do it, I trust, 
under a full sense of the manifold difficulties and responsibilities 
by which it is surrounded. Indeed, but for the full confidence I 
have that you will, at all times, yield me your hearty and cheer- 
ful co-operation in my endeavors to maintain and carry out the 
rules of the Senate, I should despair of being able, in any tol- 
erable degree, to accomplish that object, so necessary to the 
proper advancement of the business of the session. 

Assembled, as we are, in the New Capitol, which, for elabo- 
rate finish and convenience of arrangement, far excells the former 
one, upon the ruins of which it is reared, — we may well congrat- 
ulate ourselves upon the facilities which it affords for speedy leg- 
islation, and we should make our works testify thereof. 

Having but limited knowledge of parliamentary rules, and 
with little legislative experience, I cannot aspire to that eminence 
as President of the Senate which so justly attaches to many of 
my predecessors. Nevertheless, having, as I am sure I shall 
have, your cordial support, added to an honest intention on my 
part, to faithfully and impartially discharge the duties devolving 
upon me, I dare to hope that our deliberations may be character- 
ized by that dignity and decorum which hitherto has been so fully 
maintained by this branch of the General Assembly ; and that 
such reasonable dispatch may bo made in the needed legislation 
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as tho people have a right to expect, and as will comport with 
the public welfare.

Mr. Davis, Secretary of Civil and Military Affairs, appeared 
on the floor of the Senate with a message, as follows : 

Mr. President : — I am directed by the Governor to deliver to 
the Senate the Annual Executive Message to the General As- 
sembly. 

The Message was read by the Secretary, and is as follows : 

Fellow Citizens of the Senate 

and House of Representatives : \ 

The circumstances under which wc arc assembled to perforin 
the labors and duties of State legislation, I am happy in believ- 
ing, are not of an unpleasant character. During the past year 
the earth has yielded its accustomed store of agricultural pro- 
ductions, our people have been blessed with a common measure 
of health, and their business transactions and prospects have 
undergone a marked and decided improvement. The general 
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business interests of the State, indeed, appear to be in a healthy 
and prosperous condition. 

We meet also for the first time in the new State edifice, and 
can hardly fail to be favorably and agreeably impressed with its 
fine proportions and the beautiful style of its finish, and also 
with the convenience of its arrangements, and the appropriate 
fitness of its furniture and appendages. The building is indeed 
a noble and imposing structure, and we may justly be proud of 
it as our State Capitol. I congratulate you on its completion, 
and I doubt not you will concur with me that much credit is 
due to those who have been concerned in its erection, as well 
for the rapidity with which the work has been pushed forward, 
as for the neat and substantial manner in which it appears to 
have been executed. 

I trust we shall enter upon our legislative labors in a just and 
commendable spirit, and with a determination to bring them to 
as speedy a close as the interests and welfare of the State will 
permit. 

STATE FINANCES. 

The condition of our State finances will require, and will no 
doubt receive, your careful consideration. 

I think it my duty to call your attention to the fact, appearing 
by the Auditor's Report, that the State expenditures during the 
past political year have considerably exceeded the accruing rev- 
enue. Such has also been the case for several years past, re- 
quiring the adoption of a more rigid system of economy, or a 
resort to additional taxation, or both, in order to avoid the 
necessity of creating a new State debt. I am not disposed to 
recommend a parsimonious course of legislation in regal'd to 
proper objects of appropriation, but I deem it worthy of consid- 
eration whether some of our State expenses may not be reduced 
without violating the principles of a judicious economy. 
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CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. 

Among the expenditures which, I think, deserve legislative 
consideration, are those connected with prosecutions for crime 
in the several counties. An examination of the Auditor’s Re- 
ports for the present and former years will show that the ex- 
penses in this branch of the public service are large, and that 
they have been constantly increasing for several years past with- 
out an apparent corresponding increase in legitimate criminal 
business. The accounts of state’s attorneys, sheriffs, clerks and 
others, connected with these expenditures, are adjusted by county 
auditors appointed by the supreme court, and they arc far from 
following a uniform system of allowances. Charges which 
would be discarded in some counties as illegal, would be allowed 
in others, and for the like service different rates of compensa- 
tion are permitted by different auditors, some of them apparently 
of an improvident character. It seems indispensable that these 
accounts should be adjusted in the several counties, and perhaps 
the present system is liable to as few objections as any that 
could be adopted. But it is respectfully submitted for your 
consideration whether it may not be improved by furthor legis- 
lative regulation. As one means of accomplishing this object, I 
would suggest that the State Auditor be required to report to the 
General Assembly, during the first week in each session, a state- 
ment of the allowances which have been made by the several 
county auditors during the preceding political year, which in his 
opinion are either illegal or excessive in amount, together with 
such suggestions as he shall deem proper for producing more 
just and uniform allowances. Such a requirement of the State 
Auditor, it is believed, would operate as a check upon improper 
allowances, and by bringing the subject annually to the attention 
of the legislature, would enable them to apply the proper remedy 
for any evils that should, from time to time, be found to exist. 
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In connexion with a provision of this kind, I would also 
recommend that all fees whatever to state’s attorneys, for their 
services, be abolished, and, in lieu thereof, fixed salaries allowed 
them from the state treasury. The rates of compensation to the 
several state’s attorneys might be graduated either by the num- 
ber of senators to which the counties are respectively entitled, 
or according to some other rule corresponding as nearly as prac- 
ticable to the amount of business to be performed by each. 1 
am persuaded that salaries sufficiently liberal to ensure a just, 
and proper attention to the duties of the office might be thus paid, 
and at the same time the expenditures in this branch of the public 
sorvice be very much lessened. 

BANKS, INSANE ASYLUM AND STATE PRISON. 

I deem it unnecessary to call to your special notice the various 
important matters embraced in the State Auditor’s Report. 
The Banks, now in operation in the State, appear, from the Com- 
missioner’s Report, to be in a safe and sound condition. The 
Asylum for the Insane, and also the State Prison, seem to have 
been conducted during the year in a satisfactory and successful 
manner. I commend the statements and suggestions of those 
connected with the examination and administration of these 
institutions respectively, and those of the Bank Commissioner, 
to your careful consideration. 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 

I have received from the Rev. Dr. Edward Hitchcock, the 
State Geologist, the introductory part of the final report of the 
Geological survey of the State, and am happy in being able to 
say that the whole may be expected to be ready for publication 
at no very distant day. I trust the report will be creditable to 
those concerned in its preparation, and to the State. Such part 
of it as shall have been furnished me will be laid before you 
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early in the session, with any suggestions in regard to the work 
that shall occur to me as important. 

CABINET OF NATURAL HISTORY. 

In obedience to the provisions of an act of the last session of 
the legislature, I appointed Albert D. Hager, to take charge of, 
and arrange, the cabinet of minerals and specimens of natural 
history, purchased of the widow of the late Zadock Thompson, 
who has removed them to Montpelier, preparatory to placing them 
in the capitol. These, and also the specimens belonging to the 
geological survey, will be arranged for exhibition in the room 
designed for that purpose, as soon as the cases can be prepared 
for their reception. 

BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The subject of education deserves the earnest attention of all 
who have in view the best interests of tho State ; for upon the 
proper educational training of our youth depends in a great 
measure the preservation of our free institutions, which are the 
pride and glory of the American people. The Vermont Board 
of Education has been in existence less than three years, and I 
think it is not too much to say that it has proved of great public 
benefit. If it has not answered the full expectations of some, it 
cannot be denied that the array of facts in relation to the schools 
throughout the Stato, which have been gathered through its 
instrumentality, arc in a high degree valuable. The third An- 
nual Report of tho Board, with the Report of the Secretary, 
will be submitted to you in due time, and I trust they will meet 
with the consideration which their importance demands. It is 
needless for me to say that the Secretary of the Board has dis- 
charged his onerous duties with signal ability. He has been at 
great pains to compile a summary of the school laws, which, 
with a copious index, he appends to his interesting report ; and 
this is the more commendable when it is known that tho work 
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is done out of the line of his own official duties, and without any 
expectation or desire of any compensation whatever. 

THE MILITIA. 

In accordance with the provisions of the act of the last session 
of the legislature relating to the militia, I have caused the uni- 
form militia of the State to be divided into four regiments. Two 
of the regiments have been called out for drill, inspection and 
review during the past month, and have shown a commendable 
attention to military discipline, performing their various duties in 
a creditable and soldierly manner. 

INTOXICATING DRINKS. 

Our laws prohibiting the traffic in intoxicating liquors have 
become the settled and approved policy of the State. If any 
additional legislative provisions to increase their usefulness and 
efficiency should be found necessary, I shall be very ready to 
concur in them. 

JUVENILE OFFENDERS. 

1 beg leave again to call your attention to the subject of the 
establishment of a reformatory school for juvenile offenders. 
Vermont alone of all the New England States is without an 
institution of this character, and I deem it. worthy of your serious 
consideration whether legislation on this subject should longer 
be delayed. 

ATTACHMENT LAWS. 

I would also renew the recommendation made in my former 
annual message, that our laws relating to the attachment of 
property on mesne process, be so modified as to provide for its 
equal distribution among all attaching creditors. 

LEGISLATION BY JOINT RESOLUTIONS. 

I deem it important that the boundaries of the powers of the 
different branches of the State government should be preserved 
inviolate, and therefore feel it my duty to call your attention to 
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a class of cases in which I think an encroachment has sometimes 
baen made by the Senate and House of Representatives upon 
the authority of the Executive. I allude to attempted acts of 
legislation, in the form of joint resolutions of the two houses, 
without asking the concurrence of the Governor. 

The constitution (Sec. 15) prescribes the style or form in which 
the laws of the State shall be passed, viz. : by enactment ; and 
provides (Sec. 11 of amendments,) that “every bill which shall 
have passed the Senate and House of Representatives, shall, be- 
fore it becomes a law, be presented to the Governor” for his 
approval. — The Constitution also provides (Sec. 17) that “ no 
money shall be drawn out of the Treasury, unless first appropri- 
ated by act of legislation.” These constitutional provisions, I 
think, have recently been disregarded in several instances. 
Among others, in the case of a joint resolution adopted by the 
two Houses at the October session, 1857, relating to the compen- 
sation to Henry Stevens, in which Commissioners are named 
to adjudicate his claim against the State, their compensation 
limited, the Secretary of State and also the Governor instructed 
in their official duties, and the Auditor of Accounts directed to 
appear before the Commissioners as attorney for the State, and 
to draw an order on the Treasury for whatever balance the Com- 
missioners may find due from the State to the said Stevens. 
These resolutions do not appear to have been presented to tho 
Governor for his approval, and it is respectfully submitted that 
they were legally inoperative and void, inasmuch as they assume 
the office and authority of a law, by prescribing rules of action 
for the government of those to whom they relate, and also un- 
dertake to draw money from the Treasury without an act of 
legislation. Of like character, as I conceive, is a joint resolu- 
tion of the last session, relative to the compensation of persons 
employed by the Sergeant-at-Arms, and another relating to the 
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figure on the dome of the State-House, both of which provide 
for drawing money from the Treasury without authority of law. 

I do not object to these resolutions that they propose improper 
measures for legislation. If the provisions they contain had been 
passed in the form of enactments, it is very likely they would 
have met the ready approval of the Executive. But if, as joint 
resolutions, they are to be considered as precedents for the gov- 
ernment of future General Assemblies, it is difficult to conceive 
of any act of legislation which may not be performed by the two 
Houses alone, without the concurrence of the Governor. 

THE PARDONING POWER. 

A constitutional question lias arisen in relation to the pardon- 
ing power of the Executive, to which I deem it proper to call 
your attention in order to avoid any misapprehension on the 
subject. It has been claimed that the exception in the Consti- 
tution of cases of murder and treason from the pardoning power 
of the Governor is not absolute, but only deprives him of the 
power until the end of the next session of the Assembly after 
the passing of the sentence. This construction would seem to be 
favored by an act of the legislature of 1855, and another in 1856. 

I have been unable so to understand the Constitution. I can 
conceive of no reason why the pardoning power of the Executive 
in these cases should be absolutely prohibited for the few months 
or weeks that might intervene before the next session of the 
legislature, and be left in full force forever afterwards. If the 
legislature having had an opportunity to act upon a case, should 
decline to interfere, there would, indeed, seem to be an additional 
reason why the Governor should not. The object of the framers 
of the Constitution appears to me to have been to place these two 
crimes beyond the pardoning power of the Governor, conferring 
on him a limited authority to reprieve, in order to enable him, 
if he saw fit, to give to a party convicted, an opportunity of ap- 
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plying to the legislature for relief. If the language of the Con- 
stitution be read as printed in the first Constitution of the State, 
by separating the words “but not to pardon” by commas from 
the other parts of the sentence, (see Slade’s State Papers p. 250,) 
I think such would be the natural construction of the language. 

SLAVERY. 

The position of Vermont on the subject of slavery, which has 
for several years past so much agitated the public mind, remains 
unchanged. While yielding due obedience to the provisions of 
the constitution of the general government, Vermont does not 
claim a right to interfere with slavery in the States where it 
exists by law, she protests in strong and emphatic terms against 
its extension into the territories of the Union, which she insists 
shall be forever consecrated to freedom. And though she does 
not deny her obligation by compact to surrender fugitives from 
service, when duly shown to be such, she repudiates all preten- 
sions of right in the slaveholder to bring his slave into this 
State and hold him here in bondage ; and will never, under any 
circumstances, permit her soil for [a single moment to be thus 
contaminated by the curse of slavery. 

I am sorry to feel under the necessity of saying that a new 
and most demoralizing manifestation of the progressive and 
grasping power of slavery has been made during the past year. 
Not only is the relation of master and slave advocated at the 
South as the best and most desirable condition of society, but the 
African slave trade, which a few years ago both the South and 
North united in denouncing as robbery and piracy, is now openly 
proclaimed by leading Southern politicians as a commendable 
species of commerce, and its re-opening even urged as a measure 
of benevolence and Christian philanthropy. It is unnecessary to 
say, that any attempt to legalize this horrid and abominable 
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traffic will receive the most decided condemnation of the people 
of this State. 

In closing this my last annual message, I cannot withhold the 
expression of my grateful thanks to the freemen of the State, for 
the confidence they have on all occasions so generously mani- 
fested towards me ; and I beg to assure them, that in retiring 
from public life at the end of the present political year, I shall 
carry with me the warmest and most heartfelt wishes for the 
continued prosperity of the State, and for the welfare and hap- 
piness of its people.

JOINT RULES. 

1 . 

A Joint Assembly shall be formed by a Union of the Senate 
and House of Representatives, in the Hall of the latter, at such 
time and for such specific purpose only, as may be expressed in a 
concurrent resolution of both Houses : and may adjourn from 
time to time during the session of the General Assembly ; and 
the Secretary of State, or in his absence the Secretary of the 
Senate, shall officiate as Clerk of every Joint Assembly. 

2 . 

The proceedings of every Joint Assembly, including the reso- 
lution ordering the same, shall be recorded by the Clerk in a 
book kept for that purpose, which shall be preserved in the 
office of the Secretary of State, a copy of which shall be fur- 
nished to the Governor by the Secretary of State, and shall also 
be published with the Journal of the proceedings of the House of 
Representatives. 
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3. 

The Rules of the Senate, as far as applicable, shall be observ- 
ed in regulating the proceedings of every Joint Assembly. 

4. 

A Joint Committee of three Senators and three Representa- 
tives shall be appointed by the presiding officers of the two 
Houses respectively, to whom may be referred all documents 
transmitted by the Governor for the use of the General Assembly, 
who shall report thereon to that House from which they were 
received. 

5. 

The Committees of the Senate and House of Representatives 
to whom the same subject matter shall have been referred, may, 
for the purpose of facilitating business, meet together as a Joint 
Committee and make a joint or separate report to either or both 
Houses, as they may think expedient. 

6 . 

In every case of disagreement between the Senate and House 
of Representatives, if cither shall request a conference and ap- 
point a Committee for that purpose, and the other House shall 
also appoint a Committee on its part, such Committee shall meet 
at a convenient hour, to be agreed upon by their Chairman, in 
the conference room, and state to each other, verbally or in writ- 
ing, the reasons of each House for its vote on the subject matter 
of disagreement, confer freely thereon, and make a report of 
their doings to their respective Houses as soon as may be. 

7. 

Committees of Conference shall consist of an equal number 
from each House, and shall return the papers referred to them 
to that House which last voted upon the subject matter of disa- 
greement. 
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8 . 

After each House shall have adhered to the vote of disagree- 
ment, a bill or resolution shall be lost. 

9. 

When bills and resolutions are on their passage between the 
two Houses, they shall be verified by the attestation of the Sec- 
tary or Clerk of each House respectively, and all joint resolu- 
tions shall be fairly engrossed, after their passage, in the House 
in which they originate, and shall, when finally passed, be signed 
by the presiding officer of both Houses, in the same manner as 
bills. 

10 . 

After bills have passed both Houses, and a certificate showing 
the one in which they respectively originated has been duly en- 
dorsed thereon, they shall be delivered to a joint standing com- 
mittee of two Senators and two members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives, to be designated the Committee on Bills, who shall 
make careful examination, and see that they are correctly 
engrossed, and when satisfied of their accuracy, shall present 
them, first to the Speaker of the House of Representatives, and 
then to the President of the Senate, for their official signatures, 
and having obtained them they shall forthwith deliver them to 
the Governor for his approval, and shall make a true report to 
both Houses of the day on which such bill was delivered to the 
Governor, which shall be duly entered upon the Journal of each 
House. 

11 . 

A Joint Committee of two Senators and two Representatives 
shall be appointed by the presiding officers of the two Houses 
respectively, at the commencement of the session, to be designat- 
ed the Committee on Joint Rules. 
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12 . 

When a bill or resolution, which shall have passed one House, 
is rejected in the other, notice thereof shall be given to the 
House in which the same shall have passed , and all such reject- 
ed bills or resolutions, with the accompanying papers, shall be 
returned to, and left in, the custody of the House which first 
acted on them. 

13. 

Each House shall transmit to the other all papers on which 
any bill or resolution shall be founded ; and should any bill or 
resolution pass both Houses, the same papers shall be delivered 
to the Governor. 

14. 

No bill which shall have passed one House, shall 1*5 sent for 
concurrence to the other, on either of the last two days of the 
session.

RULES OF THE SENATE. 

1 . 

The credentials of Senators shall be presented to the Secreta- 
ry or Assistant Secretary, previous to ten o’clock in the morning 
of the second Thursday of October, at which time the Senate 
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shall be called to order. The names of the Senators shall bo 
called over, and when a quorum shall have taken their seats, they 
shall, having first taken the necessary oaths, on nomination ot 
the President, appoint a Canvassing Committee, consisting of 
one Senator from each county, to join such Committee as the 
House of Representatives may appoint, whose duty shall be to 
receive, sort and count the votes for Governor, Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor and Treasurer, and make report thereof to the Joint As- 
sembly of both Houses. 

2 . 

The Senate shall meet every day, (Sundays excepted,) at ten 
o’clock in the morning, and at two o’clock in the afternoon, un- 
less otherwise specially ordered. 

3 . 

The President having taken the Chair, and a quorum being 
present, the Journal of the preceding day shall be read, and all 
the errors therein corrected. 

4 . 

In case no quorum shall assembly within fifteen minutes after 
the time to which the Senate was adjourned, those present shall 
have the power to send the Sergeant-at-Arms or other officer, 
after the absentees and compel their attendance. 

5 . 

Whenever the Senate shall assemble according to adjournment 
or at the commencement of a session, and the President shall be 
absent, it shall be the duty of the Secretary, if present, if not, of 
a Senator, to call to order ; and the Senators present, if a quo- 
rum, shall, by ballot, elect a President pro tempore. 

6 . 

No Senator shall be absent without leave, unless he is sick or 
otherwise necessarily detained. 
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7. 

No Senator shall audibly speak to another, or otherwise inter- 
rupt the business of the Senate, while the journals or other public 
papers are being read, or while a Senator is orderly speaking 
in debate. 

8 . 

Every Senator, when he speaks, shall, standing in his place, 
address the President, and when he has finished, shall sit down. 

9. 

No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, 
without leave of the Senate ; and Senators who have once spok- 
en shall not again be entitled to the floor, (except for the purpose 
of explanation,) to the exclusion of another who has not spoken. 

10 . 

In all cases, the Senator first rising and addressing the Presi- 
dent, (subject to restriction of rule nine,) shall bo entitled to 
the floor, and when two or more arise at the same time, the Pres- 
ident shall name the one who is to speak. 

11 . 

When a Senator shall be called to order ho shall sit down ; 
and every question of order shall be decided by the President 
without debate, subject to an appeal to the Senate. 

12 . 

If a Senator be called to order for words spoken, the excep- 
tionable words shall be immediately taken down in writing by 
the Senator calling to order, that the Presideut may be better 
enabled to judge of the matter. 

13. 

The first hour of each morning’s sitting may be devoted to the 
reception and disposal of petitions, memorials, remonstrances, 
motions, resolutions, and the introduction of bills ; after which 
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the orders of the day, or other proper business, shall be announc- 
ed, always commencing with the unfinished business of the last 
sitting. The first hour of the afternoon’s sitting may be occu- 
pied in receiving and disposing of reports of Committees, and 
in completing the business of the morning hour ; at the expira- 
tion of which, the Senate will again take up the orders of the 
day. 

14 . 

Reports of Committees may be signed by any member in be- 
half of the Committee, and shall be by him presented to the 
Senate, when the call for reports is made. The signer of each 
report shall be held responsible for the accuracy of its statements 
and the propriety of its language, and when the same shall be 
under consideration he shall be further liable to give additional 
statements of facts or other explanations in answer to the call of 
any Senator. 

. 15 . 

The proceedings of the Senate, except when acting as in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, embracing the titles of bills and such parts 
thereof as may be affected by proposed amendments, and also 
the names of Senators, and the votes which they give on every 
question decided by yeas and nays, shall be by the Secretary ac- 
curately and concisely inserted in the Journal. 

16 . 

The Senate shall annually, within the first four days of actual 
sitting, elect, by ballot, (and a majority of all present shall be 
necessary to a choice,) a Secretary, and an Assistant Secretary 
who shall be ex-officio Engrossing Clerk, who shall be severally 
sworn to the faithful discharge of their duties, and shall hold 
said offices until superceded by a new election. The Senate 
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shall also within the same time, elect the following Standing 
Committees, to consist of three members each, to wit : 

A Committee on Rules. 

A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on the Judiciary. 

A Committee on Claims. 

A Committee on Education. 

A Committee on Agriculture. 

A Committee on Manufactures. 

A Committee on Elections. 

A Committee on Military Affairs. 

A Committee on Roads. 

A Committee on Banks. 

A Committee on Land Taxes. 

A Committee on Printing. 

A General Committee. 

17. 

In the appointment of Standing Committees, (except the one 
mentioned in rule one,) the Senate will proceed by ballot, sev- 
really, to appoint the Chairman of each ; and then, by one ballot, 
the other members necessary to complete the same. In the elec- 
tion of a Chairman, a majority of votes given shall be necessary, 
but for the others a plurality shall be sufficient. All select Com- 
mittees shall be appointed by the President, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Senate. 

18. 

All bills, after the second reading, and all petitions, memori- 
als, remonstrances, resolutions, and other papers calling for 
legislative action, (except such as have been reported by a Com- 
mittee,) no objection being made, shall be referred by the Presi- 
dent to appropriate Committees. 
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19 . 

Before any resolution, any petition, or other paper, addressed 
to the Senate, shall be received and read, whether the same 
shall be introduced by the President or a Senator, the title shall 
be fairly endorsed thereon, and a brief statement of its objects or 
contents shall be made by the introducer. 

20 . 

Every motion shall be reduced to writing by the mover, if re- 
quired thereto by the President or a Senator ; and a motion to 
lay another motion, the latter not being in writing, on the table, 
or otherwise to dispose of it, shall not be in order. 

21 . 

Every bill shall receive three readings before it is passed ; 
the President shall give notice at each reading whether it be the 
first, second or third ; the last of which reading of public bills 
shall be at least twenty-four hours after the first reading, unless 
the Senate unanimously direct otherwise : Provided, that private 
bills shall be read the second time by their title. Resolutions 
requiring the approbation and signature of the Governor shall 
be treated in all respects as bills ; and the third reading of all 
bills of a public nature shall be ordered for some particular day. 

22 . 

On motion of a Senator, public bills after the second reading, 
may be referred to a Committee of the whole. 

23 . 

The final question upon the second reading of every bill 
which originated in the Senate shall be, “ Shall this bill be en_ 
grossed and read the third time ?” No amendment shall be re- 
ceived at the third reading, but it may be committed for amend- 
ment at any time before its final passage. 
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24. 

Motions on bills and resolutions shall be sustained in the fol- 
lowing order : 

1. To postpone indefinitely. 

2. To lay upon the table. 

8. To commit. 

4. To amend. 


25. 

A call for the previous question shall not at any time be in 
order. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall 
be decided without debate. 


26. 

If the question in debate contain several points, the same may 
be divided on the demand of a Senator. A motion to strike out 
and insert shall not be divided, but the rejection of a motion to 
strike out and insert one proposition shall not preclude a motion 
to strike out and insert a different one, or a motion simply to 
strike out ; nor shall the rejection of a motion simply to strike 
out, prevent a subsequent one to strike out and insert. 

27. 


In filling blanks, the largest sum and the longest time shall be 
first in order. 


28. 


When the reading of a paper is called for, and the same is 
objected to by a Senator, the question shall be determined by a 
vote of the Sonate. 

29. 

The yeas and nays shall be taken on the call of a Senator, and 
every Senator present shall vote unless excused by the Senate ; 
but no Senator shall be compelled to vote who was absent when

The Joint Committee on the Library, to which was referred 
the Annual Report of the Trustees of the Library, with accom- 
panying documents, respectfully report : 

That they have had the subject matter under consideration, 
and recommend the passage of the accompanying bill, making an 
additional annual appropriation for the benefit of the State Li- 
brary. 

From the representations of the Trustees, who appeared before 
the Committee, and from such limited examination as we were 
aide personally to make, your Committee regard our State Li- 
brary as exceedingly deficient in several of its material depart- 
ments, especially in the early history of our own State, and of 
the contiguous States whence were derived our territory, our 
people and our early laws. The department of our National 
Histoiy is exceedingly barren. And of Histories generally, sta- 
tistics, and the best legal, political, economic and scientific works, 
such as are indispensable to the purposes of intelligent legisla- 
tion, the Library is almost entirely destitute. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that the best interests of 
the State require the procurement of those works of reference 
most useful to legislators and public officers, and forbid a longer 
delay in efforts to supply this demand. 

This belief is also strengthened by the fact that the new Libra- 
ry Room furnishes ample space for the convenient arrangement 
of an improved Library. 

Your Committee hesitated between recommending a single ap- 
propriation of a sum in some measure suited to the demand, or a 
more limited sum in addition to the present annual appropriation 
of two hundred dollars for the benefit of the Library. The lat- 
ter course has been decided upon as preferable under the present 
condition of the finances of the State, and perhaps quite as well 
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adapted to secure, eventually, a judicious and economical im- 
provement of the State Library. 

The passage of the accompanying bill is therefore respectfully 
and unanimously recommended.

Whereas, The Legislature of Vermont, at their session in 
1848, granted to the Atlantic and St. Lawrence Railroad Com- 
pany a charter for a Railroad, extending from the western line 
of New Hampshire, in the county of Coos, through the north- 
eastern part of the State, to the boundary of Canada, there to 
connect with the St. Lawrence and Atlantic Railroad ; and at 
their session in 1851 extended said charter, upon the represen- 
tation, and with the express understanding, that it was for the 
sole purpose of connecting, by a line of Railway, Montreal and

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with or divert the business from the Railroads of the State of Ver- 
mont previously constructed, or in progress of construction ; and 
W hereas, It is alleged that the Atlantic and St. Lawrence 
Railroad is now managed and under the exclusive control of 
a foreign Company, which has totally disregarded said under- 
standing and stipulation, and so operated as to produce great * 
injury to the Railroads of this State ; and 

Whereas, in said extension the Legislature reserved the right 
to alter, amend, or repeal its charter. Therefore, 

Resolved , by the Senate and House of Representatives , That 
a Committee of three persons be appointed by the Governor, to 
make investigation of the fact, and if they deem proper, to con- 
fer with the managers of the Atlantic and St. Lawrence Railroad 
and Connecticut and Passumpsic Rivers Railroad, and in case 
they refuse or neglect to comply with such recommendations and 
requirements as said Committee may think just and reasonable, to 
report at the session of the next Legislature.

To the Senate now in session : 

The Joint Committee of the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, to whom was committed the duty of examining the ac- 
counts of the Superintendent of Construction of the State House, 
beg leave to report, 

That they have attended to the duty assigned them ; and, af- 
ter a minute and careful examination of the books and vouchers 
of the Superintendent, they find he has paid out, since the 25th 
day of November, 1858, in the work of construction, the sum of 
thirty-three thousand seven hundred and ninety-two dollars and 
eighty-seven cents, ($33,792 87) ; eighty-seven dollars and nine- 
ty-four cents ($87 94) having been paid out since the date of the 
Superintendent’s last Report. 

We find, by the Report of the Committee who examined the 
accounts of the Superintendent last year, that there was, at that 
time, in the hands of the Superintendent the turn of two hundred 
and six dollars and six cents, ($206 06.) 

The books of the Treasurer show that the Superintendent has 
received from the Treasury, since November 25, 1858, the sum 
of thirty-three thousand, nine hundred and fifty dollars and sev- 
enty-two Cents, ($33,950 72) ; which sum, together with the afore- 
said sum of two hundred and six dollars and six cents, make the 
whole amount thirty-four thousand one hundred and fifty-six dol- 
lars and seventy-eight cents, $34,156,78 

Deduct amount paid out, 33,792 87 

$363,91 

And it leaves in the hands of the Superintendent the sum of 
three hundred and sixty-three dollars and ninety-one cents,

To the Senate : 

The Special Committee to which was referred a Resolution directing an inquiry into 
“ the expediency of abolishing all fees for Judges and Registers of Probate and allow- 
ing such officers fixed salaries in lieu thereof,” respectfully report : 

That they have had said subject under consideration and devoted to the examina- 
tion of the same such time as they could consistently with their other duties. They 
are satisfied that great abuses exist in the taxation of fees by Probate Officers, and 
that there is great inequality in the taxation of fees by different Probate Officers in the 
different Probate Districts. They are therefore of the opinion that the system of 
salaries should be adopted in lieu of fees, and ask leave to report a bill for that pur- 
pose. In fixing the amount of such salaries, which shall be just and equal, your 
Committee have had considerable difficulty, but have concluded to report a bill for the 
consideration of the Senate, based upon the allowance for every forty-five hundred 
inhabitants, regard being had to large fractions, to the Judge of Probate fifty dollars, 
and to the Register of Probate seventy-five dollars, which your Committee regaril as a 
proper basis for such salaries.

PRELIMINARY REPORT OP PROF. HITCHCOCK, STATE GEOLOGIST. 


( Referred to on page 53 of the Journal. ) 


To His Excellency, Hiland Hall, 

Governor of Vermont : 

Honored Sir, — I have the pleasure of being able, at lact, to lay before you a Final 
Report on the Geological Survey of the State. A few preliminary remarks from my- 
self, as the responsible head of the survey, seem requisite. 

The history of this survey has been so eventful and extraordinary, that a volume 
might be devoted to it, which would be full of moral interest at least. It startles one 
to find that the first movement on the subject was made in the General Assembly as 
early as 1836. In 1837, Governor Eaton, then Chairman of the Committee on Educa- 
tion, made his able Report on the subject, which was never lost sight of till the first 
act authorizing a survey was made in 1844. Professor Charles B. Adams, the first 
State Geologist, entered upon his duties in March, 1845. He made four annual 
Reports, which, in the aggregate, formed a volume of 399 pages, with illustrations. 
In 1853 Professor Thompson was appointed [to take charge of the work upon 
the decease of Professor Adams. He never made any formal Report, though 
in other modes he brought out many facts, [which were the result of his research- 
es; and the outline of his proposed Final Report, published by Judge Young, 
shows how wide were his plans, and how valuable the final result would have been, 
had he lived. After his decease another attempt was made to carry forward the sur- 
vey to completion, by the appointment of Hon. Augustus Y’oung, as its principal. — 
His feeble health prevented Judge Young from much active labor in the field. But 
he published a valuable Report on the History of the Survey, in a pamphlet of 88 pages, 
and then he, too, died.

A fourth effort was made by the General Assembly to resuscitate and complete the 
work in the autumn of 1856, and I was requested to take charge of it. Meanwhile, 
during the following winter, another heavy Providential disaster fell upon the work, in 
the destruction by fire of the fine collections made by Prof. Adams and others : a ruin 
so complete, that probably not fifty specimens remain fit to take a place in the new 
Cabinet. 

In view of so many calamities, I confess to have been somewhat affeoted by a feel- 
ing, which my judgment would call a superstitious fear, as if the frown of heaven 
rested upon the work, and that I too might expect to follow the triad of distinguish- 
ed men who have been summoned away before the completion of the survey ; espe- 
cially as I knew my constitution to be apparently more frail than theirs. Yet I ac- 
cepted the appointment, and through the kindness of Providence, have lived almost to 
the time when I can say that a Pinal Report is completed. 

I apprehend that an impression is quite common, that there has been a want of com- 
petence or of integrity on the part of some who have had a part in this survey in for- 
mer years, or of proper care on the part of those who had the lost collections in 
charge. Rut it seems to me that such a feeling is unreasonable and unfounded. With 
Judge Young I had not the pleasure of a personal acquaintance ; yet his Report on 
the History of the Survey is certainly a valuable document, and his plans seem to havo 
been judiciously laid. With the two first principals I was not only personally ac- 
quainted, but on terms of cordial friendship. No one familiar with Professor Adams' 
rigid adherence to scientific accuracy in every other enterprise, and his exact fulfil- 
ment of every promise to the very letter, could believe that he did not do his work 
thoroughly and faithfully; and though it might be more labor, as Prof. Thompson 
suggests, to decipher his hieroglyphic notes than to go over the ground anew, it was 
all as clear as crystal to him, as would have been manifast had he made out his Final 
Report. Indeed, his , annual Reports were above the average of such documents 
that have appeared in other surveys, and they contain a large amount of valuable in- 
formation upon the Geology of Vermont, and upon general Geology. With such a pre- 
liminary, we shall feel authorized to pass over the general subject much more briefly. 

Professor Thompson’s notes were kept with great neatness, distinctness and accu- 
racy : but after all, it is chiefly what he has published.in his history of Vermont and 
elsewhere, that is of value. For the fact is, until a man has actually put down his 
facts and mature thoughts in writing or on Maps and Sections, his notes will be of no 
great service to those who come after him. At first, they are crude to himself, and it 
is not till he has gone through many tentative processes, and made many comparisons, 
that he gets a clear idea of the Geological structure of a country, or of its Zoology. 
The Appendix to Prof. Thompson’s History of Vermont, as I apprehend, gives us 
the first fruits of the Geological and Zoological 8urvey he has undertaken ; and his 
plan, as given by Judge Young, shows how rich the entire harvest would have been, 
had he been permitted tes gather it in. > 

In fine, in looking back over the history of this Survey, I see evidence everywhere 
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of eminent ability, untiring industry, economy and integrity in the principals and 
their able assistants ; nor are the fragmentary results of their labors to be despised. 
If blame is to be imputed anywhere, it must be to the Providence of God, which has 
so often sent death into the ranks of those who have been engaged in this work, and 
thus severely tried the patience of the people of the State by dashing their hopes so 
often, just on the point of realization. 

In this point of view, this history, as I remarked in my report of 1858, is truly a 
melancholy one. Leader after leader has been stricken down, and calamity after ca- 
lamity has fallen upon the work, and did not our duty to the living forbid, the impulse 
of our feelings would be to dedicate the results Of our labors to the dead. 

When this work was committed to my hands, it was obvious, that though prosecuted 
for ten or twelve years, it must be essentially commenced anew. For though a gener- 
al idea of the Geology of the State was obtained from an outline map left by Prof. 
Adams, as well as from my own cursory examinations, yet since the notes that had 
been taken were of little or no avail, and the specimens were destroyed, every part of 
the State must be visited again, to trace out the rocks and collect new specimens for 
another State Cabinet. 

The plan I adopted was the following: I had ascertained that the formations were 

nearly lengthwise of the State. If, therefore, we could measure sections across the 
State, from east to west, at intervals of only a few miles, we should be able to fix the 
limits of the formations, ascertain the dip and strike of the 6trata, and by collecting 
numerous specimens along the sections and properly arranging them in a Cabinet, a 
very complete view of the Geology of the State might be presented to occulai inspec - 
tion. The towns lying between the sections were not to be neglected, but examined 
with care, and sub-sections made whenever necessary. This plan has been carried 
out with a constantly increasing conviction that it was the best and most economical 
which we could adopt. We regret only that time and means do not allow us to review 
our work as much as ought to be done to rectify the errors of first observation. But 
thirteen Sections have been measured, which arc delineated in this Report, and illus- 
trated by thousands of specimens in the State Collection. 

After the receipt of my commission, the corps of assistants in the survey was consti- 
tuted as follows, with the approbation of Governor Fletcher : 

Albert D. Hager, A. M., Assistant. 

Edward Hitchcock, Jr., A. M., M. D.. Assistant. 

Charles H. Hitchcock, A. M., Chemist. 

It was understood that though I was to assume the responsibility of the whole sur- 
vey, yet it would devolve upon my assistants to work out the details of the Sections, 
collect the specimens and the facts of economical interest, while I should visit the 
most important points, and go over the whole State so far as to feel satisfied that the 
results might be depended on. This has been done on their part, as I have reason to 
believe, with great abilty, industry and success. On my part, some tangled spots of 
much scientific interest remain to be unravelled, which sickness, during the present 
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autumn, has prevented me from visiting ; and, indeed, to make the Geological map 
what it ought to be, several spots must be more thoroughly examined, and several dif- 
ficult scientific questions settled : so that I must still ask for the opportunity to make 
some further explorations, though they need not retard the publication of our Report, 
if that should be the disposition made of it. For all my experience in the publication 
of scientific reports shows that months must elapse before a large quarto, with numer- 
ous illustrations, can be got through the press creditably either to authors and artists, 
or the State. 

The work of exploration was commenced in the spring of 1857, by the measurement 
of the most southerly section by myself, in connection with A. D. Hager and C. H. 
Hitchcock. The two latter have devoted nearly their whole time to it ever since. 
The latter had, indeed, expected to devote the winter to a chemical examination and 
analysis of substances collected ; but though the act of the Assembly made this his 
duty, yet the appropriation was so small, that it was found, after the expenses of the 
summer explorations, that if chemical analyses were undertaken, which are necessarily 
expensive, even if the time of the chemists be reckoned as nothing, but little would be 
left even for a scanty salary to the assistants in the field. The next year the case was 
still worse: so that up to this time, since I have had charge of the survey, whatever 
analyses have been made, or in any way obtained by the Chemist, have been entirely 
gratuitous. But his time has been fully occupied in the Geological part of the sur- 
vey^ Such has been the situation of my other son, Edward Hitchcock, jr., that he has 
been unable to spend but a little time in the field, without making such sacrifices as 
could not be expected. He has done something, however, as will appear by our Re- 
port. We were so fortunate as to secure the services of Rev. S. R. Hall of Browning- 
ton, a well-known assistant of Professor Adams, in connection with Professor Thomp- 
son, in the examination of the three most northern sections, and the collection of 
specimens. The results of his valuable labors will appear in our Report. I ought 
not to forget, also, the kind assistance rendered by Rev. C. A. Williams, who, not 
professing an acquaintance with Geology, joined us as an amateur, but ultimately 
rendered us important aid. Valuable facts and suggestions were also made to us by 
Rev. Augustus Wing, of Stockbridge, a gentleman who has studied the Geology of 
the State with great pcrsevercnce and success. Nor can I omit acknowledging the 
many acts of kindness and generosity of Jasper Curtis, Esq., of St. Albans. 

The first act, pointing out the duties of the Geological Surveyor, included Agricul- 
tural Chemistry and Geology, and the second act, Natural History also. These sub- 
jects were omitted in the act under which I was appointed, and wisely, in my opinion, 
for each of them deserves to be made the object of a separate survey : and then they 
will receive the attention which their importance demands. I trust that Vermont will 
not rest satisfied till both of them have been accomplished. 

Physical Geography is named among the objects on which we were to report. But 
to this we have been unable to give much attention. Most of the mountains of the 
State have indeed been climbed by us, and their heights, too, measured by the Aner- 
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oid Barometer, as well as that of a multitude of other points on the surface. But the 
grand object of these measurements has been to bo able to show the true form of the 
surface on the sections. To fix the latitude and longitude of particular spots, and 
delineate the topography, would require costly astronomical and geodetieal instru- 
ments, and more than the whole time which we have spent in the geological survey. 
It would in fact be a trigonometrical survey, which wc hope will be made in Vermont, 
but which we could not undertake. 

The main objects which we have aimed to accomplish are the following : 

1. To gain such a knowledge of the solid rocks of the State as to be able to deline- 
ate them upon maps and sections, according to the established system of geological 
science. 

2. To study the loose deposits lying upon the solid rocks, and trace out the aston- 
ishing changes which the surface of the State has undergone ; the whole forming what 
wc call Surface Geology. 

3. To collect, arrange and name specimens of rocks, minerals and fossils from eve- 
ry part of the State for the State Cabinet. 

4. To obtain a full collection for the same Cabinet of specimens, valuable in an 
economical point of view ; embracing many that are smoothed and polished. 

5. To identify the metamorphosed rocks of the State with those that have not been 
changed. This last point has been the most difficult of all ; and yet in a scientific re- 
spect, a very important one : indeed, it is so economically. For until we can deter- 
mine the true character of the rocks, we cannot tell what useful substances we may 
expect to find in them, and what ones we may not expect. And really, in my judg- 
ment, this is the most important UBe of a geological surrey. It is not, as many sup- 
pose, to make discoveries of new substances that arc useful, though this is occasionly 
done ; but it is so to delineate the geological structure of the country, that practical 
men may be directed in their researches, and be saved from useless expenditures. — 
Hence the value of a scientific description of the rocks, even of those parts that seem 
not to have much bearing upon the economical interests of a people : for we do 
know, that the most abstruse scientific principle often has a most important and un- 
expected practical application. On this ground it has been the practice in all our 
geological surveys to go into full scientific details. We do not feel that in such a State 
as V ermont, it is needful to apologise for trying to follow such an example, nor that 
its people will be satisfied with any thing short of a careful scientific exposition of its 
Geology. With the means and time at our command, it has been quite impossible to 
go into each town and examine minutely its Geology. We have hoped only to be able 
to delineate the great features of the geological structure of the State, and thus pre- 
pare the way for minute surveys of each town, shocld the inhabitants wish it done. 
This work has already been commenced, and we shall append to our Report one of 
these town surveys, executed by Mr. Hager by request of the people of Plymouth. 

As to the character of the metamorphic rocks of Vermont, it is well known that 
eminent Geologists have not been agreed; that this has been a sort of battle ground 
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for opposing theories. It so happened that neither I, nor my assistants, had ever 
taken sides in this contest, or had made up our minds concerning it. We have gone 
through with the whole work, quite indifferent which side would be favored by the 
facts we should bring to light. To use a common but expressive phrase, we have 
gone it blind, in all our researches. We have indeed, been satisfied that a mighty 
wave of metamorphic influence has swept over the State, from north to south, increas- 
ing in intensity as it advanced. But whether the facts we present favor one theory or 
another, we hardly even yet know. Our main deBire is that the facts may aid in the 
developement of the truth. 

To carry out such a plan as above indicated over an area of more than ten thousand 
square miles, every one must see to be a gigantic work for less than three years ; and 
we fear that it will be thought only imperfectly performed. I confess that such is the 
fact ; but hope we have laid a foundation on which a finished superstructure will ulti- 
mately rise. The main labor of measuring the sections, collecting the specimens, 
tracing out the formations, and collecting the statistics of mines and quarries, has 
devolved upon A. D. Hager and C. H. Hitchcock, who have been indefatigable in their 
labors during the summer, and also in the winter so far as was necessary. Mr. Hager, 
in accordance with his own wishes, was requested to give special attention to the eco- 
nomical geology, that he might report upon it. C. H. Hitchcock was directed to give 
special attention to surface geology, so as to be able, if possible, to map the terraces : 
also to take full notes upon the extent, dip and strike of the formations, that he 
might be able to mark them on the Geological Map, and construct the sections : — a 
work which I wished done under my own inspection, and therefore more convenient 
for him than for Mr. Hager, although the notes of the latter, as our Report will show, 
were essential to the work. So, also, were those of Mr. Hall, as to the northern parts 
of the State. My elder son, E. Hitchcock, Jr., was directed to attend specially to the 
simple minerals and to the fossal mammals of the post-tertiary strata. He will, how- 
ever, make no separate report, but merely describe these objects in their appropriate 
places in the general Report. 

This Report, which I have now the honor of laying before your Excellency, will be 
made up of the following parts : 

1. I would request that this preliminary letter from myself may stand at the head. 

2. Joint Report on the Scientific Geology. This will be signed by myself and all 
my assistants, because all have been concerned not only in collecting the facts, but in 
describing them. I have, indeed, taken a leading part in the preparation of this re- 
port, but I have been dependent upon others for the details and most of the illustra- 
tions, and some of the leading descriptions. And in order that justice should be done 
to each one, I have attached the initials of my assistant’s names to each of their con- 
tributions. Nay, where any facts have been referred to, as for instance, the dip and 
strike of strata, I have given the initials of the individuals who furnished them, 
whether one of my assistants or a previous geologist: for instance, c. n. A. for Prof. 
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Adams; z. T. for Prof. Thompson ; a. d. h. for A. D. Ilagar, and c. H. H. for Charles 
II. Hitchcock. 

3. Report on the Economical Geology by A. D. Hagar. The facts in this report 
have been mainly collected by him. 

4. Report on the Chemistry of the Survey by Charles H. Hitchcock. This brief 
report embraces all the chemical analyses that have been made from the beginnin of 
the survey under Prof. Adams, amounting to one hundred and three. Of these, thirty- 
four have either been made or obtained during the present organization of the survey. 
Yet, as stated elsewhere, no money has been expended for them : they arc all gratu- 
itous. 

5. Catalogue of 2800 specimens of rocks, 370 specimens of simple minerals, and 
several hundred specimens of organic remains collected by the present geological corps ; 
all of which, excepting the fossils, have been arranged, ticketed and named, and are 
ready to be displayed in the State Cabinet. Great care has been taken to make the 
specimens just three inches square, where it was possible; and my assistants have 
been very successful in this operation ; and when arranged in the new State House, 
according to my suggestions in my last Report, with the several Sections drawn above 
them, will present a very clear exhibition of the Geology of the State to every specta- 
tor. The Economical Collection has not yet been catalogued. 

6. Report of Rev. S. R. Hall, specially on the three northern Sections, with a Re- 
port on the Agricultural Geology of the State. It is very gratifying that this gentle- 
man, who, as assistant geologist, began a systematic exploration of the geology of the 
State fifteen years ago, and much earlier as an amateur, should have been willing to 
take up the work again, and especially explore the northeastern part of the State where 
the reign of the wild animals has hardly yet been much disturbed by man. And 
though my commission did not require any attention to agriculture, felt confident 
that some remarks on that subject from one so competent would be acceptable. 

I regret that our Reports are so imperfect, and that, especially the part I undertook, 
contains so many gaps ; yet I have worked up to the very limits of my strength, and 
trust that enough is done to enable the Assembly to judge of the character of the work ; 
and if they shall deem it worthy of publication, we ask liberty to take the Reports 
back to supply the deficiencies and make corrections, before their final appearance. I 
still think that the size of the work would not vary much from the size suggested in 
my last report, viz : a quarto volume of 500 or GOO pages, with from 20 to 25 plates. 
This is the form for Reports in most of the States : witness, for instance, those of 
Massashusetts, New York, Pennsylvania and Iowa, in the State Library. After look- 
ing at these, I cannot believe that any inhabitant of Vermont would be willing to have 
the geology of his own State appear in a volume, reduced by important omissions, and 
got up in an inferior style. Wc are sorry that a few plates of scenery could not be 
added to such a volume, but the means were not in our power. We lament this defi- 
ciency the more in a State so remarkable for its scenery as Vermont. And also our 
inability to present any analyses of its mineral springs, and of some other important 
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substances, especially when a few hundred dollars would have secured these objects. 
But having, last year, laid these points fully before the Government and received no 
response, X will urge it no more, although it might not yet be too late. We are free to 
confess that our failure here did produce a disheartening effect upon us ; because, 
whether justly or not, we were led to infer from it that our labors were regarded as of 
small importance. But we presume the Government had good reasons for their course ; 
and it became us not to complain, but to do our duty, as far as the means in our hands 
would permit. 

The act of 1856 requires me to report annually as to the expenses of the Survey, 
and to give an estimate of what is necessary for its completion. The act appropriates 
$1000 dollars annually, “until otherwise ordered.” In 1857 the expenses were $332,10, 
the remainder I divided between my two assistants (A. D. H. and C. H. II.) whose 
whole time was devoted to the work, making the salary of each $333,95. In 1858 the 
expenses were $737,25. The remainder I divided as in 1857, making the salary of each 
$131,37. I received no compensation in 1857 or 1858, nor has my other assistant, E. 
H. Jr., ever charged or received anything save for expenses. The expenses of this 
year, up to the present time, are but $188. We have been employed chiefly in pre- 
paring our reports. I shall propose to ray assistants to retain myself $300 of the res- 
idue, dividing the rest between them as before. Though we have been abroad less, the 
last has been our hardest year; for while explorations abroad promote health, the con- 
finement of the study has a contrary tendency. 

As to the future, it seems hardly possible for us to bring out our report without 
visiting again a few spots, to settle questions of great difficulty, though this need not 
retard the publication of the report if the government order it to be thus disposed of. 
We are especially anxious to take a hasty glance at some of the rocks of Canada, 
which, as they have been so ably studied by Sir William Logan and his assistants, 
really form the key to those of Vermont. These things might be done while the pro- 
cess of publication is going on ; for much experience in such matters has satisfied me 
that such a volume as above suggested cannot be got out, creditably either to authors, 
artists or the State, much short of a year. Should it be printed, we expect as hard a 
year’s work as any we have had. But we mean to do all we can consistently to bring 
the work to an honorable conclusion. 

In conclusion, allow me to express the hope, that though the people of Vermont may 
not realize all they had anticipated from this long protracted survey, yet when they 
look over the large array of facts which we now present, respecting the subterranean 
resources of the State, and see how many questions of deep scientific interest are here 
started and in part resolved, and how wonderful and even sublime have been the 
changes which the sold frame-work and the surface have undergone, they will feel that 
they have some return for their patience and perseverance in carrying the work 
through. As to myself, every year has deepened my impressions of the amount and 
value of the mineral resources of the State, and of the scientific interest connected 
with its Geology. The rocks of Vermont are the most difficult with which I have ever 
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attempted to grapple ; but they have taught me many a valuable lesson : and as to their 
economical value, I have been impressed with the following facts. 

First and most important of all, we think we have discovered the reason why Ver- 
mont so excels all the other New England States in the agricultural capabilities of its 
soil. It is the existence, in almost all of her rocks, of lime in such a state that natural 
processes bring it out in just about the quantity needed by vegetation. This is the 
case in many parts of the State where the inhabitants hardly suspect the existence of 
lime, and those parts of the State most fertile are just the places where the lime is 
most abundant and decomposable. This is a treasure which Providence has hidden in 
the earth and provided for its elimination at the right time and quantity, and it is of 
far more value in my estimate than all the other subterranean wealth of the State, yet 
I had no suspicion of its existence and use till a late stage in this survey. 

Secondly, most of the valuable rocks and minerals in Vermont run lengthwise of 
the State, and are thus made accessible to most of the inhabitants. This is the case 
with the granites, the marbles, the slates, the soapstones, the serpentines, the iron and 
the gold, to say nothing of others of less value. 

Thirdly, these mineral treasures are inexhaustible in quantity. 

Fourthly, they are of such kinds as will always be in increasing demand all over the 
country, as its population increases. 

I cannot, therefore, but look upon Vermont as a giant, whose full proportions and 
strength are yet in a great measure undeveloped ; and in this, which is probably my 
last literary labor, I cannot but pray that God would continue to prosper and bless a 
State so strong by nature and so rich in noble institutions !

Twenty-five of the Rifles furnished the Green Mountain Rangers, in the First Regi 
ment, were destroyed by fire in May last. There have been a number of applications 
made to this Department, the past year, for arms and accoutrements, by organized 
Companies, that could not be furnished, as the muskets and rifles at the Arsenal are 
objectionable on account of the flint lock. The Colt’s revolving pistols at the Arsenal 
are of no practical use whatever. If the pistols, flint lock muskets and rifles could be 
disposed of, and the funds appropriated to the purchasing of such arms and accoutre- 
ments as the Uniformed Militia require, the proceeds, it is presumed, would furnish all 
the Companies, without additional expense to the State.

ON so MUCH OF THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE AS RELATES TO THE 
GEOLOGICAL SURVEY.

To the Senate note in Session : — • 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor’s Message as related 
to the Geological Survey have attended to the duty assigned them, and submit the fol- 
lowing Report. : 

The history of the Geological Survey of the State of Vermont is full of interest, and 
your Committee cannot omit alluding thereto. 

An act providing for the Geological Survey of the State was passed by the Legisla- 
ture, as early as the year 1844. By virtue of this act, Gov. Slade appointed Prof. 
Charles B. Adams, who entered upon his duties in the spring of 184.5, and who subse- 
quently made four annual reports, which were printed and distributed among the peo- 
ple. The Legislature after this failing to make an appropriation, the work was 
suspended. A resolution providing for the collection of the field notes and specimens 
to be deposited in the State House, was passed in 1848, and the labor contemplated in 
said resolution was committed to Prof. Zadock Thompson. Before a final report could 
be compiled, Prof. Adams died, and his field notes were found by Prof. Thompson 
comparatively useless. In October, 1853, an act providing ior completing the Geolog- 
ical Survey was passed by the Legislature, and this work was also committed to Prof. 
Zadock Thompson, who likewise died, leaving the work still unfinished. 

Upon the death of Prof Thompson, the Hon. Augustus Young, of St. Albans, was 
appointed State Naturalist by Gov. Royce, and the charge of farther prosecuting the 
Survey was committed to his care. His feeble health induced him, however, after 
having spent some nine months in the prosecution of the Survey, to tender his resig- 
nation. And after having published a valuable Report of the History of the State, he 
too died. 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ROADS 

ON SENATE BILL No. 20, RELATING TO THE VERMONT AND CANADA 

RAILROAD. 


( Referred to on Page 160 of the Journal.) 


To the Honorable Senate now in session : 

The Committee on Roads, to whom was referred Senate bill No. 20 entitled 11 An act 
in addition to, and in amendment of, an act to incorporate the Vermont and Canada 
Railroad Company,” respectfully report : 

That they met in conjunction with the Committee on Roads from the House, to 
whom a like bill had been referred, to hear and consider as to the interests affected by 
said bill. 

And for the early history of the chartering of the Rutland and Burlington, the Ver- 
mont Central and Vermont and Canada Railroads, the purpose and design the State 
had in view, and the actions of those corporations under their charters, we beg leave 
to refer to the report of the Senate Committee on Roads, published in the Appendix 
to the Senate Journal for 1858. 

That upon a full hearing of the different roads, and different interests of the same 
Road, by counsel and by parties claiming to look after the public interest, and the 
proofs relating thereto, and the points and suggestions made by the different interests, 
we find the following material facts : 

That the Vermont and Canada Railroad Company accepted of the act of 1858, and 
instructed its Directors to examine, locate and build the extension therein contempla- 
ted, as proposed by said act. 

That said Directors caused a survey and location from Burlington to Milton, of a 
route which, in consequence of the great expense it required to build, was objectiona- 
ble to a majority of the stockholders of the Vermont and Canada Railroad Company, 
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as well as to the Vermont Central, and in consequence of the high grades and distance 
was not satisfactory to the Eutland and Burlington Railroad Company. 

Thereupon, a stockholders’ meeting of the Vermont and Canada Railroad was called 
and holden on the 7th of July last, at which the following resolutions were adopted : 

“ Resolved, That the votes passed at the meeting of the stockholders, held at North- 
field, on the 19th day of May, 1859, accepting of the location of the proposed branch 
for the extension of the Road into Burlington, and authorizing the Directors to proceed 
to build the same as rapidly as is required by the act of the Legislature, and also the 
vote authorizing the Directors to borrow money for the purpose of building said exten- 
sion, by pledging the income or claim of this Company for rent, and to mortgage the 
Road for security, be, and the same are hereby rescinded. 

“ And that, in thus rescinding of the above votes, the stockholders are only actuated 
by a desire to save the Company from the expenses of building on the line proposed, in 
the hopes that a more favorable and feasible route be found, and that the funds may 
be obtained to build a route making the connections required by the charter of this 
Company, in a manner which will not jeopardize the stockholders, as a mortgage 
might do ; the stockholders confidently believing that some other and more favorable 
route may be found, and the money obtained on more favorable terms than by the 
issue of a mortgage; and that the Directors be requested not to proceed under the 
contract which they have made for the construction of said branch ; but they are here- 
by requested to rescind the same by their vote, as by the terms of said contract they 
are authorized to do.” 

Which Resolution was adopted by a vote of 4763 to 1517. 

Said Vermont and Canada Railroad Company also appointed a Committee of three, 
consisting of Edward Mott Robinson, Esq., L. B. Peck, Esq., and Hon. John Porter, 
with full power to consult with the Vermont Central and Rutland and Burlington 
Roads, and with such persons as they might authorize for that purpose, to ascertain 
what was needed by, and would be satisfactory to, the Rutland and Burlington, in 
making the connection between the track of the Vermont and Canana and the Rut- 
land and Burlington at Burlington. 

The Rutland and Burlington appointed a Committee of three, consisting of Hon. 
1). A. Smalley, E. A. Chapin and J. A. Conant. who not only represented the corpora- 
tion, but all classes of the bondholders. That the two Committees of the Vermont 
and Canada and the Rutland and Burlington Companies, representing these different 
corporations and interests, had many interviews, and much difficulty in arranging and 
agreeing upon a connecting route that would be practicable and satisfactory to the 
complicated interests and wants of the several companies, and within the ability of the 
Vermont and Canada to build, but Anally arranged upon the terms of the act as intro- 
duced to the Senate, as best accommodating all interests, and which your Committee 
believe will give reasonable connections to the different Roads, and reasonable facilities 
to the business and passengers passing over them. The Committee also believe the Vt. 
and Canada Railroad Company have the means to make the contemplated connection, 
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and design so to do. After the appointment of said Committee on the part of the 
Vermont and Canada and Rutland and Burlington Companies, and after the above 
arrangement, to wit, on the 29th of September, 1859, the Verment Central Railroad 
confirmed said arrangement, and appointed a Committee, consisting of C. 0. Whit- 
more, Levi Underwood and J. G. Smith, with full powers to carry the same into effect, 
in such manner as they might deem best for all parties. 

Your Committee recommend, as the first amendment of section two in said bill, the 
following amendment, and when this and the other proposed amendments are adopted, 
we are of the opinion the same ought to pass. 

In section two, after the words “ condition that” (in line fifth) strike out the words 
“ said company conform to and obey the following requisitions and provisions as well 
as,” and insert in place of the same the words following, viz., “said Vermont and 
Canada Railroad Company shall accept, conform to, and fulfill the following requisi- 
tions and provisions as well as all,” so that the said section will, if so amended, read 
as follows, viz : 

“ Sec. 2. The foregoing amendment of said charter, and the extension of five years 
beyond the time originally given by said charter for the completion of said road, is 
granted upon the express condition that said Vermont and Canada Railroad Company 
shall accept, conform to, and fulfill the following requisitions and provisions, as well as 
all the other provisions of this act, namely”. 

There appeared before us, not only parties representing the different roads, but also 
parties claiming to represent the public interests, and after a great variety of sugges- 
tions, and a full hearing of the same, the following amendment was finally agreed up- 
on, which seemed to be satisfactory to all, and seemed to quiet all conflicting views, 
and we recommend its adoption : 

Add to the second section of the bill, after the word “ casualty” in the fiftieth line, 
the following words, viz; “That all passengers passing from Burlington over any 
part of the line of said Vermont and Canada Railroad, or over the Vermont Central 
Railroad to Northfield, or to any station intermediate between North field and Bur- 
lington, and all passengers passing from Northfield, or from any station intermediate 
between Northfield and Burlington, to said Burlington, shall, whenever and so long as 
the Vermont and Canada Railroad Company, or any officer, corporation, or person 
claiming or holding through or under or in the right of the said Vermont and Canada 
Railroad Company, shall have the possession, control or direction of the Vermont 
Central line, or the running of trains thereon, between said Northfield and Burlington, 
be carried without change of cars, except in case of accident or casualty, and without 
unnecessary delay.” 

Your Committee, believing it wise legislation to keep Corporations subject to the 
control of the State, recommend the following amendment : 

Add to the bill the following section as the third section of the same, viz : 

" Sec. 3. The act entitled * an act to incorporate the Vermont and Canada Railroad 
Company,’ approved October 31, 1813, and the several acts in amendment of, and in 
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addition to, the same, shall at all times be subject to the control of the General As- 
sembly, and may be altered, amended, or modified, or repealed, as the public good 
may require.” 

The Committee further report, that the said arrangement referred to in the foregoing 
report, was embodied in a written contract between the said Committees of the Rutland 
and Burlington and the Vermont and Canada Railroad Companies, which contract is 
dated August 24, 1859, and which was given in evidence before the Committee, of 
which a copy is hereto annexed and made a part of this report.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

ON MEMORIAL OF VERMONT HISTORICAL SOCIETY.

To the Honorable Senate now in scstion 

The Select Committee to whom was referred the communication of I). W. C. Clarke 
and others, a Committee of the Vermont Historical Society, have considered the same 
and ask leave to report : 

The Vermont Historical Society, which asks the Legislature to aid in furtherance of 
its interests and objects, so far as to assign for its use some suitable room in the Capi- 
tol, in which it can deposit its books, pamphlets and papers, was incorporated by an 
act of the Legislature in the year 1838. It held its first meeting and was duly organ- 
ized, under its act of incorporation, at Montpelier, in October, 1840 ; and has since 
that time held its annual meetings at the State House, and maintained an organized 
existence, through the perseverence of a few individuals, though from want of such 
public interest as such organizations have created in our sister States, the existence of 
the Society, until recently, ha3 been little more than nominal. 

The objects of the Society, so far as your Committee could learn, and as set forth in 
its act of incorporation, are the collecting and preserving materials for the Civil and 
Natural History of the State of Vermont; so that all important documents, published 
or unpublished, papers, books out of print, and other materials appertaining to our 
State History, and now rapidly passing beyond the possibility of collection, may be 
brought together and securely kept in one place, for the access and benefit of future 
historians and legislators. 

But owing to that peculiarity of its original charter which established its Cabinet at 
Barnet, while its annual and all other meetings were held at Montpelier; and also 
owing to the feet, that nearly all its collections have been kept mixed with the pro- 
fessedly private collections of a gentleman who was for many years connected with it, 
as its chief manager, and no separation being found practicable, the Society has been 
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unable to realize its object to more than a very limited extent. At the last session of 
the Legislature, however, that part of the act of incorporation requiring the Cabinet 
to be kept at Barnet, was repealed ; and a vote of the Society was obtained, establish- 
ing the future location of the collection in the State House in Montpelier, if a suitable 
room therin could be obtained. Under the impulse given to the Society by this new 
Btatute, a collection has been commenced, which, added to the small one received by 
the Secretary at Montpelier and retained here by him, promises soon to become re- 
spectable in amount and important in character; and more particularly so, if a suita- 
ble room could be set apart by the Legislature for its use, so that the public can feel 
a confidence that their contributions to the Society will be faithfully preserved, — the 
want of such confidence, under the peculiar circumstances, having heretofore proved 
the greatest obstacle to the prosperity of the Society. 

An additional object of the Society, and one worthy of the patronage and encourage- 
ment of the Legislature, your Committee understands to be, to secure the publication 
of works which will truthfully set forth the lives and characters of eminent Vermont- 
rrs in the Departments of Legislation, Agriculture, Law, Mechanics, or any other of 
the numerous, honorable avocations to which men industriously devote their lives ; 
thus securing for generations to come a perfect history of the leading men of the State, 
and furnishing material out of which the true, perfect and minute history of the State 
may be compiled. 

With reference to granting room asked for by said Historical Society, your Commit- 
tee have examined the several rooms of the Capitol, and are of opinion that cases for 
the safe keeping of the Library of said Society could, without detriment to the State 
or inconvenience to the Legislative Committees, be placed in room number nine, ad- 
joining the room devoted to the Cabinet of Natural History. 

And in consideration of the great value and importance legitimately attaching to the 
purposes of the society, the high character and position which such Societies occupy 
in other States, the immediate connection existing between the growth and prosperity 
of the State and the healthy and vigorous existence of a State Historical Society, your 
Committee are unanimously of the opinion that a ro im in the Capital should be 
granted said Society in accordance with the provisions of the accompanying bill, the 
passage of which they earnestly recommend.

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 

ON SO MUCH OF THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE AS RELATES TO THE 
CABINET OF NATURAL HISTORY. 


To the Honorable Senate now in Session : 

The Committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor’s Mcssagr as related 
to the Cabinet of Natural History have attended to the matter assigned them, and 
make the following Report : 

By an act approved November 7th, 1857, the Governor was authorized, in his judg- 
ment, to purchase for the use of the State, at a price not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars, the Cabinet of collections in Natural History and Mineralogy belonging to the 
estate of the late Zadock Thompson. 

In accordance with the provisions of this act. Governor Fletcher, in the month of 
January, 1858, effected a purchase of the widow of the late Zadock Thompson, giving 
her for said collection and a catalogue thereof, and for taking proper charge of the 
same until a suitable place in the Capitol should be provided therefor, the sum of one 
thousand dollars. 

In accordance with an act entitled “ An act to provide for the appointment of a 
Curator to take charge of the Cabinet of Natural History,” approved November 9, 
1858, Governor Hall appointed Albert D. Hager, of Cavendish, to take charge of, clas- 
sify and arrange the collection. 

Your Committee find that the Curator has removed to Montpelier all the specimens 
of Natural History purchased by the State of the widow of the late Zadock Thomp- 
son ; and that he has prepared for exhibition all the specimens of stuffed fish, cels and 
turtles, numbering over sixty specimens, by covering the skins with a eoat of trans- 
parent varnish to protect them from the ravages of insects, and also to give them a 
more life-like appearance ; he has also supplied them with eyes of his own manufacture, 
and they are now ready for exhibition, and will be placed in the Cabinet as soon as the 
cases arc in readiness to receive them, which will unquestionably be during the session 
of the present Legislature. 
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Nearly all the specimens preserved in spirits have been washed and placed'in suit- 
able vials and jars, with new spirit, the mouths of which have been carefully fitted with 
corks and carefully sealed with wax to prevent evaporation of the liquor. 

It was found by the Curator that in some bottles the specimens of fish preserved in 
spirits were not in a perfect state of preservation, and in such cases the specimens 
have been discarded, unless they happened to be those of very rare species. 

. The minerals and geological specimens of Professor Thompson’s Cabinet will be 
duly arranged by the Curator as soon as cases are prepared. These cases arc now in 
process of completion, and will be completed at an early day. 

In the department of Entomology, little or nothing has been done towards the clas- 
sification of specimens. But it is designed to arrange them in cases, and to give the 
scientific as well as the common name with each insect. And in instances where their 
habits are known there will be appended a brief history of each insect, its habits and 
character, so far as known, being fully set forth. The fact whether it is beneficial or 
injurious will also be stated. 

And when the eggs, larvae, pupa or chrysalis and perfect insect are found, they will 
be placed by the Curator in such position as to show their relation to each other. For 
instance, the eggs, larva?, pupa and perfect insects of the borers, so destructive to the 
fruit trees, will be exhibited together as belonging to the same family ; thus affording 
an opportunity to all who desire to see the varied forms in which the great enemy of 
orchards is found. And by thus becoming familiar with this destructive insect in its 
earliest stages of growth, means for its destruction will be made more readily available. 

In another case will be exhibited the caterpillar, larva? and moths, or butterflies, 
from the same; and with them will be shown the ichneumon flies which prey upon 
them. These ichneumon flies are often so numerous as to nearly annihilate the species 
of caterpillar upon which they prey. 

To do justice to the memory and untiring industry of the great Naturalist of Ver- 
mont, — the late Professor Thompson, — and also to render the Cabinet a place for val- 
uable instruction, within the reach of all who may visit it, it is designed by the Curator 
to append to each specimen of frog, fish, bird, snake, &c., the description and history, 
in the words of Prof. Thompson, as given by him in his Natural History of Vermont. 
To do this, the description will be cut from the book and attached to cards appended 
to or placed in connection with the specimen. 

Your Committee are of the opinion that no State collection of specimens in the de 
partment of its Natural History will afford more satisfaction to the casual observer, 
more instruction to the lover of Natural History, or conduce more to the welfare of 
the great agricultural interests of the State than this of ours, when it shall have been 
completed according to the plans proposed by the Curator. 

Not that we would claim that ours equals in extent the splendid and varied collec- 
tions already made at Albany, by the combined efforts of the Naturalists of the Empire 
State ; nor will it equal the contemplated collection of Massachusetts, lately provided 
for by the Legislature of that State, the cost of which will exceed two hundred thou- 
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sand dollars ; — for, it must be remembered that the entire cost of ours will scarcely be 
one hundreth part of the immense sums expended, or to be expended, by New York 
and Massachusetts. Yet, to the practical man, the farmer, quarryman, mechanic or 
teacher, it will be equally attractive ; for, unlike most exhibitions of this kind, every 
label will be in plain English. And although the scientific term will be also appended, 
no one can reasonably complain that the collection is made obscure by scientific no- 
menclature. 

We feel rejoiced that Vermont, which the venerable Hitchcock so eloquently alludes 
to, as “ a giant whose full proportions and strength are yet in a great measure unde- 
veloped,” has made this advance toward exhibiting to the world, in common with her 
sister States, some specimens of the natural products with which she is so abundantly 
supplied. 

It is a matter of regret, however, that the Curator will not be able to show the speci- 
mens of birds in any other way than that of a simply stuffed form, none of those pur- 
chased by the State of Prof. Thompson being mounted and in their natural position. 

As the sum of one dollar or less, to each bird, would entirely defray the expense of 
mounting them, and thus give to the specimens a truthful and life-like appearance, 
we would unanimously recommend that the Curator be authorized, under the direction 
of the Governor, to employ some skillful Taxidermist, at a cost not to exceed one dol- 
lar to each specimen of bird mounted, to prepare and mount the same. 

And with the view of conferring this power, your Committee recommend the passage 
of the accompanying bill, (S. 82,) which was referred to them for their consideration.

Sir: — Pursuant to a vote of the Vermont State Medical Society, I herewith trans- 
mit to your Honorable Body the enclosed copy of the Report of the Committee of said 
Society upon the subject of Vaccination.

It is recommended that every town in the State be required to provide means for the - 
periodical vaccination of the inhabitants. 

The Small-Pox is a terrific disease, but is almost entirely shorn of its terrors by the 
preventive remedy of vaccination. If a person is not vaccinated, there is more than 
two chances to one that, if exposed, he will take the disease; but if properly vaccin- 
ated, there is scarcely one chance in five hundred. Hence the importance of this pre- 
ventive measure, and the guilt of neglecting it. 

Under existing circumstances, it becomes the special duty of every person to protect 
himself against this disease. Any one who permits himself to be sick with it is as 
justly chargeable with ignorance, negligence or guilt, as he who leaves his house open 
to be entered and pillaged by robbers known to be in the neighborhood. And upon 
that State or town which does not interpose its legal authority to exterminate the dis- 
ease should rest the responsibility, as must rest the consequences, of permitting the 
d -struction of the health and the lives of its citizens.

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REPORT OF THE MINORITY OF THE JUDICIARY COM- 
MITTEE, 

ON SENATE BILL NO. 13, RELATING TO GRAND JURIES AND 
CRIMINAL PllOSECU'flONS.

To Hie Senate now in Session : — 

The undersigned, a member of the Committee to which was referred Senate bill, No. 
13, entitled “ An act regulating the sessions of County Grand Juries, and providing 
for other modes of criminal prosecution,” being unable to concur with the other mem- 
bers of the Committee upon said bill, herewith submits to the Senate his reasons for 
such non-concurrenec. 

The provision in this bill which is intended to secure to every person charged with 
crime the benefit of a public preliminary examination, upon the question whether or 
not he shall be put upon trial for the offence alleged against him, is one which com- 
mends itself to my ideas of propriety and justice. It is a serious matter to be formally 
charged with the commission of a criminal offence, and to be brought to trial for it, 
even when the trial is followed by a verdict which establishes the innocence of the ac- 
cused. The public mind is slow to accord to a person thus accused the benefit of the 
legal presumption of innocence ; it too often mistakes the accusation for the proof of 
guilt, and even when the person is acquitted, is inclined to regard the acquittal as an 
escape from merited punishment, rather than a vindication of the innocence of the 
party charged. The charge itself, when made by a prosecuting officer, and more es- 
pecially when it comes with all the formalities attending the finding and presentation 
of a bill of indictment, is commonly regarded as presumptive evidence of guilt, nor 
can those who arc most cautions in their opinions, or deliberate in their conclusions, in 
such a case avoid a suspicion, sometimes falling but little short of conviction, that un- 
less there was evidence to sustain it, the charge would not have been made. The hu- 
miliation which such a charge occasions in the mind of an innocent, sensitive man, 
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who regard* his good reputation as his most valuable possession, may be nearly equiva- 
lent to that produced by an unjust conviction for the offence itself, and the spot which 
such a charge has placed upon his good name is not at all effectually removed by a 
verdict which legally establishes his innocence. The judgment of the public is ready 
to attribute his acquittal to defences of a technical character — a legal defect of proof— 
or the astuteness of his counsel, rather than to an honest defence upon the merits of 
the case. No better evidence of this is needed than the zeal with which interested par- 
ties endeavor to procure informations to be filed, or indictments to be prepared, when 
they ate conscious that upon a fair trial the evidence is insufficient to warrant a con- 
viction. 

If there are any proceedings rendered necessary by the exigencies of a well ordered 
government, which ought to be, from their inception to their conclusion, open to pub- 
lic examination and criticism, they are those which immediately affect the character 
and the reputation of the citizen. There is no reason, that I can understand, why a 
person charged with crime should not be present at every stage of a prosecution which 
thus vitally affects his character and social relations — why he should not have an op- 
portunity of confronting his accusers— of subjecting the witnesses against him to the 
test of a cross-examination, which is everywhere regarded as the most effective method 
of eliciting the truth; and when a combination of circumstances produces against him 
an apparently well founded suspicion of guilt, why he should not have every reason- 
able opportunity afforded him, before he is held for trial, to explain these circumstances 
and provo his innocence. But if this is not so, I am wholly unable to see why the ad- 
ministration of public justice requires that the names of the witnesses and the nature of 
the evidence should be concealed from the accused until he is placed upon trial before 
a traverse jury. He may be thus practically deprived of time or opportunity to pro- 
duce witnesses to prove explanatory facts, or to make any adequate preparation for 
trial. The protection of the rights of the accused appears to me to demand that he 
should haTe the benefit of the spirit as well as the letter of that wise provision of the 
fundamental law of this State which declares “ that in all prosecutions for criminal of- 
fences, a person hath a right to be heard by himself and counsel, to demand the na- 
ture and cause of his accusation, to be confronted with the witnesses, and to call for evi- 
dence in his favor.” I would apply this righteous and humane doctrine of our Bill of 
Rights, not only to that portion of a criminal prosecution which is conducted before a 
traverse jury, but to all stages of the proceeding from the beginning to the end. It 
appears to me that a person accused is fairly entitled to such a full preliminary public 
examination as will secure to him a just and equitable determination of the question 
whether he shall be held for trial, at the very threshold of the proceedings against him 

The more important question, however, is the modification ef the Grand Jury sys- 
tem, which this bill proposes. 

It is to be noted, first, that the measure contemplates no abolition of the Grand Jury. 
It leaves it as an institution intact and unharmed. It provides simply that its power 
shall not be invoked unless the Judges of the County shall be of opinion that the pub- 
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lie interest requires its members to be summoned at a particular term. It cannot be 
assumed that these officers will fail to perform their duty, whenever in their judgment 
there is danger that, either from the willful neglect or incapacity of the prosecuting 
officers, or from any other special causes, crime will escape its merited punishment. 
It may be that if this bill should pass no Grand Jury will be summoned in future ; but 
if it shall be found in practice that crime is adequately punished, and criminal justice 
faithfully administered, without making use of this cumbrous and expensive machine- 
ry, such experience will demonstrate the propriety of the measure. If this result is 
not attained, and the necessity shall arise for calling the grand inquest together, it is 
still within reach, and all its benefits may be secured. 

If the measure is regarded as an experiment, whether it succeeds or not, its trial 
will involve no dangerous consequences. The institution of the Grand Jury was not 
created by a republican form of government. It first came into existence in England, 
long before the liberties of the people of that kingdom had assumed the inviolable 
character which they now possess ; at a time when every prosecuting officer through- 
out the realm held office at the pleasure of the crown. These officers were the instru- 
ments of the king, not responsible in any sense to the people, but to him alone, for all 
their actions. They could institute prosecutions for political as well sb other offences, 
when the power that created them required them to do so, and put a stop to such pros- 
ecutions at pleasure. The favorites of the government, however great their crimes, 
always escaped punishment, while its enemies were continually subjected to ground- 
less accusations. The Grand Jury was among the first concessions made by the Eng- 
lish crown to the imperative demands of tire people, and its main purpose was the secu- 
rity of the subject, and the bringing to justice those whom government favoritism had 
theretofore protected. Its first duty was to hear complaints preferred by any private 
prosecutor, and it was only bound to present an indictment when its members were 
thoroughly persuaded of its truth. The course of proceeding was much more favorable 
to innoconce in those days of semi-barbarism than it is at the present time. The evi- 
dence was then given m public, and even as late as the time of Chief Justice North, it 
was declared “ always to have been the practice to examine the witnesses publicly be- 
fore the Grand Jury whenever it had been requested by those who prosecuted for the 
king." The secrecy which now characterizes all the proceedings before this body is 
an attribute of more recent growth, and it is perhaps as singular a fact as any con- 
nected with its history, that several important elements in a Grand J ury proceeding, 
which in this State are kept secret, have always been and I presume are, at the pres- 
ent time, open and public in all the Courts of England with which this body is con- 
nected. For example : all the witnesses who are to be examined must be stcom in 
open Court previous to being called before the inquest, and their names must be en- 
dorsed upon the indictment before it is returned into Court. Cases are numerous in 
the English Courts in which it has been held that no legal conviction can be had upon 
an indictment which had been returned by the Grand Jury, where that body has neg- 
lected to observe these substantial requisitions. In such cases, the accused knows, at 
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least, who his accusers arc, and the names of the witnesses by whom the prosecution ex- 
pects to sustain the charge. They have been produced in open Court — publicly sworn 
in his particular case — he can prepare to meet their evidence, and when the character 
of a subject is wantonly or maliciously assailed, the assassin is known, and he cannot 
escape responsibility for his actions behind the secret tribunal through which he has 
dealt the blow. 

I submit that in this State the public necessity, which first called for a Grand Jury 
never existed. If it ever did, it has long since passed away. There is not an officer 
connected with the administration of our criminal law who holds office by the appoint- 
ment of the Executive. Every prosecuting officer, whether State’s Attorney or Town 
Grand Juror, derives his office from, and is immediately responsible to, the people. 
This direct responsibility, secured by an annual election, is the surest guaranty that 
an officer will faithfully perform his duties, and the more important and onerous these 
duties arc, the more careful the people will be to secure intelligent, competent and 
faithful men to discharge them. What prosecuting attorney, who is fit for the posi- 
tion, would consent to become the instrument of private malice, so far as to set on 
foot an unfounded accusation, or refuse to prosecute where a crime has really been 
committed, when he must thus directly answer for his conduct to the people ? It is the 
policy of Vermont to make her officers, not the masters, but the servants of the peo- 
ple, and so long as this relation exists, we may be assured that these officers will rarely, 
if ever, prove unfaithful stewards of a public trust. 

It may be that, so far as the General Government is concerned, this question as- 
sumes a different aspect. Its officers are all appointed by the Executive, and respon- 
sible to that power alone. No matter what schemes of iniquity they may devise, un- 
der color of official authority, they are practically beyond the reach of the popular will. 
For the protection of the citizen against abuses of the Federal power, and more es- 
pecially to prevent encroachments by that government on the rights of the States, it 
may be said with more propriety that the Grand Jury, however feeble a protection 
it is, ought to be preserved. 

The law which regulates the form and manner of conducting the business of a Grand 
J ury, never was and never will be properly understood by the people at large. The law 
declares that an indictment is only in the nature of an inquiry or an accusation, which 
is afterwards to be tried and determined, and that the Grand J ury arc only to enquire 
upon their oaths whether there be sufficient cause to call upon the party to answer it. 
Judges arc, therefore, accustomed to charge Grand Juries in conformity with this 
principle, that they arc not to seek for exculpatory testimony, unless it comes out, 
from the examination of the witnesses on the part of the government, that their inqui- 
ry is satisfied when the evidence discloses a prima facie case of guilt. This doctrine, 
which is undoubtedly that of the common law, is, in my judgment, preposterous and 
inhuman. Cases arc not unfrequent, in which the hardship of the rule has been so 
apparent, that the panel has been compelled, from a sense of justice to the accused, to 
send for this exculpatory evidence, which happened to be knowm to a member ; and 
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thus the wrong of an unjust presentment has been prevented. Tho difficulty arises 
from the fact I have before alluded to, that tho public will not discriminate between 
the charge of crime and the proof which sustains it ; and, therefore, in the popular 
judgment, the finding of & bill of indictment is gcnernlly regarded as establishing a 
presumption of the guilt of the party charged. 

But & still more serious objection to the Grand Jury system, as it now exists, remains 
to be stated. It is found in the opportunity which such a secret irresponsible tribunal 
offers to designing men for the gratification of private malice, or the institution of pro- 
ceedings only intended to serve private purposes. Experience has shown that these 
opportunities are often improved, and that Grand Juries are frequently made the un- 
conscious instruments of inflicting irreparable injury to reputation and property. 
Where an action is brought to recover upon an instrument in writing, and the defence 
of forgery is interposed, it is not uncommon for the defendant to attempt to procure 
an indictment against the plaintiff for that crime which the defence involves ; and thus 
by attacking the character of his antagonist at the expense of the government, sup- 
port a defence which could not stand upon its own merits. Many other instances 
might be enumerated, but it is enough to say that in every case arising between party 
and party, in which one can gain a real or fancied advantage over the other, by de- 
stroying his reputation, or by making him the object of public suspicion and reproach, 
the secret room of the Grand Jury and the expartc manner in which these important 
subjects are there considered and disposed of, afford facilities which wicked men never 
fail to improve to pervert public justice and bring their opponents into obloquy and 
contempt. Secrecy is indispensable to the success of schemes like these. Bad men 
are generally cowards who never attack their equals in strength, except under the 
cover of darkness. The oath which prohibits the juror from disclosing any of the 
transactions of the panel through all time, is thus made to protect and shield the au- 
thor of an iniquitous charge, which he would not dare to make under circumstances 
where he could be held personally responsible. IIow many cases there have been, in 
which men are engaged in their accustomed duties, in the fancied security which inno- 
cence ought to give them, who have received the first notice that a charge has been 
made against them, by their arrest upon a bench w arrant, issued upon the return of an 
indictment which charges them with the commission of an infamous crime. 

Another very serious objection to the secret expartc examination of w itnesses before 
the Grand Jury, is to be found in the impunity with which such witnesses may com- 
mit the crime of perjury. In every other form of giving evidence sanctioned by our 
laws, the man who bears false witness against his neighbor maybe prosecuted and con- 
victed for the crime. It is committed in public, the means of proof are at hand, and 
the perjurer must be reckless enough to disregard the wholesome restraints imposed 
by the penalties of the law. Without considering the question here, whether a witness 
is legally subject to a prosecution for perjury committed before a Grand Jury, it is 
enough to say that practically no one can be convicted of the ofTence. The jurors are 
prohibited from disclosing the nature or substance of the evidence given, so that it 
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cannot be known, without a violation of their oaths, whether or not the crime has 
been committed; and if the juror should disregard his oath and disclose the evidence, 
it is, to say the least, questionable whether upon the trial of an indictment, his evidence 
could be received against the respondent. The only restraint, therefore, which pre- 
vents a man from swearing falsely before a Grand Jury, is to be found in his moral 
sense of right and wrong ; and this, experience shows, is insufficient to prevent the 
crime of perjury. 

If the administration of public justice requires, not only the perpetuation, but the 
annual use of an institution which may be thus abused, let it be continued ; but before 
this conclusion is reached, let it be established, beyond question, that the necessity 
for its perpetuation exists. 

If the law contemplates that the members of a Grand Jury cannot discharge their 
duties without converting themselves into detective officers— that they should avail them- 
selves of all the means and appliances, through which skillful men of that class are ac- 
customed to ferret out crime and capture its perpetrators, I admit that this element 
of secrecy becomes a very important one. But I do not conceive that the Grand Jury 
has any such duties to perform. It is not probable that the “ Knights of the Shire” 
or “ Head men of the Country,” who composed the first Grand Juries, understood that 
upon receiving the oath they were thus summarily changed into detective policemen. 
I understand that the duty of this body is discharged, when such complaints as are 
brought before it by the proper officer of the government, have been enquired into and 
disposed of, and that the only proper way in which these complaints can be brought to 
its notice is by the presentation of an indictment in the first instance, which is to be 
found, or not, as the evidence may warrant. 

It is urged that the passage of this act, the provisions of which enlarge the powers 
of prosecuting attorneys, will place the people wholly at the mercy of these officers ; 
that these powers may be improperly exercised, and that the Grand Jury often pre- 
vents prosecutions which these attorneys would institute. I cannot discover that either 
of these objections rests upon substantial grounds. By the existing law, as it has 
stood for many years, State’s Attorneys have power to file informations in all cases of 
crime where the punishment is by imprisonment in the State Prison for a term not ex- 
ceeding seven years. I am not aware of an instance in which this power has been 
abused, though the temptation is as strong in these cases as in those of a higher grade. 
If our State’s Attorneys are intelligent, capable, judicious men, as they ought to be, 
no citizen need fear to trust them with the determination of these questions, and if a 
preliminary examination is in all cases secured before an unfounded or malicious pros- 
ecution could be made oppressive, its purpose would be exposed, and it would be ended 
by the discharge of the respondent. 

I do not regard the statement that Grand Juries sometimes prevent prosecutions 
which attorneys would institute as founded in fact or supported by evidence. In prac- 
tice it is very rarely found that a skilful prosecutor, who knows how and when to pro- 
duce his evidence, what witnesses to call and what facts to suppress, ever experiences 
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difficulty in procuring the return of an indictment in a case which he thinks ought to 
be prosecuted. It much more frequently happens, I apprehend, that the Grand Jury 
insist upon finding bills in cases where, in the judgment of the attorney for the gov- 
ernment, the evidence is wholly insufficient to sustain them. 

Another objection is that popular, powerful men, who exercise a controlling influence 
in public affairs, would escape prosecution through fear on the part of the proper offi- 
cer that such influence would be used against him. This argument is based upon an 
estimate of the public virtue which I am unwilling to adopt. It is not true in V crmont 
that great criminals escape the punishment which lesser ones endure. It is a principle 
firmly established among her people that position and power of every description con- 
fer upon their possessor no additional rights or immunities ; they only impose upon 
him additional duties. Since the organization of the government I do not believe an 
instance is to be found in which the wealth or position of an individual has been found 
to afford him any substantial protection in the commission of crime. The number of 
persons authorized to set these prosecutions on foot is too large for any one man to 
control. Any person may commence proceedings in the name of the State against 
another by furnishing security for the costs. Every town Grand Juror may do the same 
without such restriction. Although I admit it would be difficult to bring a person to 
final trial against the will of the State’s Attorney, I think he would be very slow to 
discontinue a prosecution, commenced by another person or officer, when the evidence 
is sufficient to sustain it, even if he would not have instituted it himself. 

An argument is sometimes urged in favor of dispensing with the Grand Jury, drawn 
from the fact that a large expense would be thereby saved to the State. This argument 
in itself has no weight with me. The security of our persons and property requires 
that criminals should be brought to justice, and it is the poorest economy to be sparing 
of expense in the attainment of this object. 

I would prefer an amendment to this bill which would provide for the examination of 
a respondent, charged with the higher crimes, before a board of two or more justices 
in the first instance; but inasmuch as the majority of the Committee report against 
the bill, I do not think it advisable at this time to propose it. 

I have been induced to set forth these reasons for favoring this bill from a firm con- 
viction that a change or modification of the Grand Jury system is demanded by the 
people. I prefer to yield to this demand, when based upon such substantial reasons, 
rather than, by obstinately refusing to do so, to awaken a spirit which will not be satis- 
fied without an entire abolition of the system.

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REPORT OF GENERAL COMMITTEE ON HOUSE BILL 

No. 60 . 

( Referred to on Page 214 of the Journal.) 


To the Honorable Senate now in session : 

The General Committee to whom was referred House Bill No, 00 entitled “ An act 
relating to the sale of property on an execution in favor of the State Treasurer against 
Samuel B. Rider,” beg leave respectfully to report that they have had the same under 
consideration and find the following facts, which they desire to submit without intimat- 
ing any opinion as to the merits of the bill. 

In October 1856, Messrs. Kelly & Roberts, of Boston, Mass., contracted with Sam- 
uel B. Rider, of Coventry, Vermont, to buy of him all the hops, not exceeding a cer- 
tain quantity, which he should raise the next season at a price agreed on, to be paid 
on delivery of the hops at some place in the county of Orleans. Rider had not a suiti- 
cient quantity of hops growing upon his own premises to raise as many as by the terms 
of the contract he might, at the price agreed ; but he bargained with those of his 
neighbors who were raising hops, when they were about one foot high, for the use of 
their yards, and provided for the further culture and harvest of the hops. 

At the time and place agreed on, the full quantity of hops which Rider had a right 
to raise and deliver, were delivered. The market price of hops at that time being con- 
siderably below the contract price, the said Kelley & Roberts refused to receive and 
pay for any so raised on the premises of the said neighbors of Rider. 

At the December term of the Orleans County Court, A. D, 1857, Rider commenced a 
suit against them for an alleged breach of contract in not taking the whole quantity. 
That suit was tried at the following June term of said Court, and on the trial the 
said Rider, and those neighbors with whom he contracted as aforesaid, all swore that 
there was a sale of the hops to Rider, and none of them intimated that there were any 
conditions to that sale. 

The ease passed to Supreme Court on exceptions to some ruling of the County 
Court, was sent back for new trial, and is now pending in County Court. 
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At the June term of the Orleans County Court, 1858 or 1859, the State Treasurer 
recovered judgment against the said Rider, on a recognizance, for about the sum of a 
hundred dollars. Execution was taken out, and the hops which said the Kelley A Rob 
erts so refused to receive, were siezed upon it. Since that siezure, Rider and the 
neighbors with whom he contracted as aforesaid, all insist and claim that the sale to 
him was a conditional one, and that the hops were to be their property until they 
were paid for, and that nothing had yet been paid for them. The officer having the ex- 
ecution refuses to proceed with the levy upon the hops, unless indemnified as against 
the claim and suit of the said neighbors. 

Rider has no other property within the reach of legal process, and is not likely to 
have while the said judgment hangs ever him. 

All which is respectfully submitted.

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REPORT OF THE MAJORITY OF THE JUDICIARY COM- 
MITTEE, 

ON SENATE BILL NO. 13, RELATING TO GRAND JURIES AND 
CRIMINAL PROSECUTIONS. 


( Referred to on page 222 of the Journal.) 


To the Senate now in Session : — 

The Committee on the Judiciary, to which was referred Senate bill No. 13, entitled 
“ An act restraining the sessions of County Grand Juries, and providing other modes 
of criminal prosecutions,” respectfully report : 

That they have had the subject of said bill under consideration, and that a majority of 
your Committee are not prepared to recommend the passage of the same. The bill 
contemplates a very radical change in our system of criminal jurisprudence. It pro- 
vides that “ all criminal offences against the laws of this State shall in all oases be 
commenced by complaint before a justice of the peace, except prosecutions against 
towns and other corporations, which may be commenced by information before the 
County Court.” It further provides that the Grand Jury shall not be summoned to 
attend the County Court unless by special order of the Court, or two of the Judges 
thereof. By this last section in the bill it would seem to contemplate that for some pur- 
poses the Grand Jury may still be resorted to in the discretion of the Court, but for 
what purposes it is difficult to tell. By the first section of the bill above recited, all 
criminal jurisdiction is expressly taken away from the Grand Jury, without any 
exceptions whatsoever. This being so, it is difficult to see why it should be necessary 
to insert a provision that the Grand Jury might still be summoned in the discretion of 
the Court. There is no disguising the fact that this bill provides in substance for the 
total abolition of the Grand Jury system. It therefore presents two questions for con- 
sideration : 

1st — Ought the Grand Jury system to be abolished ? 
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2d — If the system ought to be abolished, what system should take its place ; or rath- 
er, is the system recommende? the proper one ? 

In considering this subject, both questions should be considered together. A person 
who looks simply at the present Grand Jury system, and to the evils which, to a cer- 
tain extent, do exist under it, and does not take into consideration a system which is 
to take its place, and the evils which might exist under such a system, takes but a su- 
perficial view of the subject. It may safely be assumed that no system can be devised 
which will be entirely free from evil in its practical operation. The Grand Jury sys- 
tem has been tested by the light of long experience. It was adopted in this country as 
a part of the common law of England. The time of its institution in England is un- 
known, being lost amid the obscurity of the early ages. Traces of it are found in the 
institutions of the Saxon kings, prior to the Norman conquest. It has survived the 
shock of all political changes. The same obscurity rests around the origin of the in- 
stitution of trial by Jury which we have adopted and cherished in the same manner as 
we have the Grand Jury system. They are twin sisters, and whatever destroys the 
one cannot but weaken the other. It is proper, in considering the Grand Jury system, 
to look at its operation in the country of its origin. It has there often proved the 
great bulwark of English liberty. It has protected the subject against the insolence 
and persecution of the crown, and against vindictive persecutions by political parti- 
sans and powerful private enemies. In times of high political or popular excitement, 
it has proved the great safeguard for the security of innocence. Who can say that in 
this country we shall never have occasion for an institution of this kind to protect in- 
nocence against prosecutions by powerful enemies in times of great political or popu- 
lar excitement ? The times admonish us that we should not hastily throw down any 
of the safeguards which the wisdom of our ancestors has established for the protection 
of the liberty of the citizen. This institution was regarded as of so much importance 
by the enlightened statesmen of the past age, that many of the States, at the time of 
the adoption of the Eederal Constitution, expressed a desire that further provisions 
should be adopted for the protection of personal liberty ; and in accordance with such 
recommendations, the Congress of 1789 passed a resolution recommending the adop- 
tion of certain amendments to the Constitution, which were submitted to and duly rat- 
ified by the several States. Among those amendments there is the following provis- 
ion : “ No person shall be held to answer for a capital or otherwise infamous crime, 
unless on a presentment by indictment of a Grand.Jury, except in cases arising in the 
land or naval forces, or in the militia when in actual service, in time of war or public 
danger.” This provision was regarded as necessary for the protection of the weak 
against the strong and powerful. It was a part of the foundation upon which the 
mighty fabric of this government was reared and has ever stood. If any part of the 
foundation should be removed, the whole fabric might fall. Although this provision 
has been held by judicial construction to apply exclusively to prosecutions in the Fed- 
eral Courts, still the reasons for such a provision hold equally true in all the States. 
If it was regarded as a necessary safeguard to the liberty of the citizen when adopted, 
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is it not equally so now ? There are times when its necessity is not so much felt, but 
let the dark and troubled times of political and personaf hatred and animosity arise, 
and its protection will be needed and its loss greatly deplored. 

The Grand Jury, composed of men of the best judgment and experience in the com- 
munity, acts with independence and without fear. Its proceedings are secret, and the 
sayings and doings of its members are not to be divulged or spoken of elsewhere. 
Each man feels that he can act his unbiased judgment without restraint. Public 
clamor and private revenge cannot reach them. It is this feeling of security which 
gives to the system its distinctive feature. Remove this, and the independence of the 
Grand Jury would be gone in times of great public excitement. 

It is not to be disguised that there are evils attendant upon the present operation of 
the system, but the question is whether there would not be far greater evils attendant 
upon its abolition. It often happens that Grand Juries are deceived, and that indict- 
ments are improperly obtained. They are often made the instruments of private mal- 
ice and revenge. This is the principal evil of the system ; but is it quite clear that it 
would not exist in a greater degree under any other system ? It is the experience of 
every prosecuting officer that magistrates often bind up persons for criminal offences 
whom the Grand Jury fail to indict when brought before them. Innumerable com- 
plaints, founded on private malice, are annually brought before Grand Juries which 
never see the light. How would it be with this class of cases if the system was abol- 
ished ? It is feared that our Courts would be continually occupied in the trial o* 
them. 

It is proposed by this bill to invest Justices of the Peace with full power, on the con. 
plaint of the State’s Attofncy, to bind over for trial all persons charged with criminal 
offences. We have in this State about eighteen hundred Justices of the Peace, who 
are elected annually. Our State’s Attorneys arc elected annually, and are usually 
young men. There being so large a body of Justices of the Peace in this State, 
it is not to be presumed that in all cases they are men the best qualified to act 
in the responsible and difficult duty of a criminal magistrate. The State’s Attorney 
would select his magistrate, and might select one more or less subservient to his wish- 
es. Suppose a man was accused of crime by a powerful political enemy belonging to 
the dominant party, what chance would he have for a fair and impartial hearing ? The 
magistrate and attorney might both be elected with the view to his prosecution. In 
times of high political excitement, the rights of the minority would not be respected. 
Again, the rich could, by means of criminal prosecutions in the hands of such magis- 
trates and attorneys as they cculd be instrumental in electing, oppress the poor. It 
would be investing the Magistrates and State’s Attorneys in the State with a very 
dangerous power, and a power which, in the opinion of a majority of your Committee, 
they should never be invested with. 

If it should ever be thought expedient, in the history of this State, to abolish the 
time-honored institution of the Grand Jury, some more responsible court should be 
established as a court of inquiry than the numerous Justices of the Peace, as at pres- 
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cnt elected by the several towns. No greater calamity, it is believed, could befall our 
State than to invest Justices of the Peace and State's Attorneys with the extraordi- 
nary powers contemplated by the bill. 

For the above reasons, and many more which might be urged, a majority of your 
Committee think it inexpedient to recommend the passage of the bill.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ROADS 

ON SENATE BILL No. 23, RELATING TO RAILROADS.

To the Honorable Senate now in Session : 

The Committee on Roads, to whom was referred Senate bill No. 23 entitled “ an act 
in amendment of an act relating to Railroads, approved November II, 1857,” respect- 
fully report : 

That they met in conjunction with the Committee on Roads from the House, to 
whom a like bill had been referred, to hear and consider as to the interests affected 
by said bill, and that upon a full hearing of different Railroad interests in the State, 
and of various bondholders, and of the Western Vermont Railroad bondholders in 
particular, whose interests seemed specially involved in this bill, and parties claiming 
to look after the public interests, — Your Committee are of the opinion that the bill to 
which this is an amendment, is of doubtful expediency, if not subject to a constitu- 
tional objection, which objection was strongly urged by parties before us ; and we 
are of the opinion that the mode of enforcing the consolidation of the minority bond- 
holders into a new corporation, is open to great abuse, and would naturally incline 
such bondholders to feel as if great injustice had been done them by the majority. 

Your Committee believe that Vermont has great public interests in the judicious 
management of her Railroads, and that hasty and ill-advised legislation may unex- 
pectedly jeopardize them, and great caution should be the rule ; and while your Com- 
mittee admit a certain class of legislation may be necessary, we deem it much safer 
for interests involved in this bill and the original act, to remain under the direction of 
the Chancellor and the Courts than by any special legislation ; and we are unanim- 
ously of the opinion that said bill ought not to pass.

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REPORT OF THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE 

ON SO MUCH OF THE GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE AS RELATES TO JU- 
VENILE OFFENDERS. 


( Referred to on page 249 of the Journal.) 


To the Hon. Senate note in session : 

The Special Committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor’s Message 
as relates to Juvenile Offenders, have attended to the matter assigned them in as 
full a manner as the limited time they were able to devote to its consideration would 
allow, and respectfully submit the following report : 

Your Committee are fully satisfied that there is an imperious necessity for the estab- 
lishment of some Institution, to which may be committed the youthful violators of law 
and order. By the present arrangement, they must be sentenced to the State Prison, 
where, by association with old and hardened offenders, they become more corrupted in 
their morals, and more debased in their aspirations, than they were at the time of 
their commitment ; or they must go entirely unpunished, and by thus escaping, be 
encouraged to new violations of wholesome law. 

That there are many such offenders in the State, who either escape punishment for 
want of a proper place to which to commit them, or by the payment of a nominal fine, 
avoid any punishment commensurate with their offence, appeared by the investiga- 
tions your Committee were able to make. 

The time allowed by a brief session of the Legislature is not sufficient for the draft- 
ing and perfecting of a bill which w'ould contain minute and detailed provisions for the 
management of such an institution. 

Such a bill should be prepared by sound practical men, whose attention should be 
called particularly to this matter, in connection with established institutions of a simi- 
lar character to the one which, in our judgment, is needed in our own State ; and 
whose time might allow them sufficient opportunity to canvass the whole subject, and 
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mature a plan, in accordance with the pressing need of this class of offenders, for 
whom now no adequate provision is made. 

Feeling that there is a great necessity for the establishment of such an Institution, 
that the dictates of a true economy, as well as an enlightened public sentiment, de- 
mand that some steps be taken by the present Legislature in this behalf, your Com- 
mittee most earnestly recommend the passage of the accompanying bill, for which they 
ask the careful attention of the Honorable Senate.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BANKS, ON 

BILL No. 108. 


SENATE 


( Referred to on page 276 of the Journal.) 


To the Honorable Senate now in Session : 

The Committee on Banks, to whom was referred Senate Bill No. 108 entitled “ an 
act to pay the Bank of Poultney the sum therein named,” respectfully report, as fol- 
lows : 

The claim is for the recovery of the interest on so much of the income arising from 
the “Bank Fund” as belonged to the Bank of Poultney. 

It appeared in evidence before the Committee that the Bank of Poultney paid into 
“ Bank fund” under the law of 1840, the sum of twenty-two hundred and fifty dollars. 
By the provisions of the law of 1840, the State Treasurer was required to invest the 
Fund, and to pay over to the several Banks contributing thereto, annually, the income 
arising therefrom. 

It appeared that the income had been regularly paid over annually by the Treasurer 
to all the Banks in the State except to the Bank of Poultney; but that for the years 
1848, 1849, 18'50, 1851, 1852 and 1853, the Bank of Poultney had received nothing from 
said income. The annual income arising from said Fund, belonging to the Bank of 
Poultney, amounted to the sum of one hundred and thirty-five dollars, and that there 
was due to the Bank on the 1st day of October A. 1). 1853 six annual instalments 
amounting in the aggregate to the sum of eight hundred and ten dollars. 

It further appeared before the Committee that this sum of eight hundred and ten 
dollars was not paid over by the Treasurer of the State to the Bank of Poultney until 
October 4th, 1859, and that the State of Vermont had had the use and benefit of said 
income as it accumulated from 1848 to 1859. 

That when the Treasurer of the State paid over to said Bank the said sum of eight 
hundred and ten dollars, the Bank claimed interest on the same, but the State Treas- 
urer declined paying said interest on the ground that he had no legal authority so to 
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do. The interest on this income, which the Committee find to be properly and justly 
due to the Bank of Poultney, amounts to four hundred and thirteen dollars and ten 
cents. By the provisions of the law prior to 1854, it was the duty of the State Treas- 
urer to pay the fees of the Bank Commissioner out of the income arising from said 
Bank Fund and apportion the same among the several Banks, deducting the proportion 
of each Bank from the amount of income belonging to each Bank and pay over the 
balance. 

It did not appear to the Committee satisfactorily that the Bank of Fonltney had paid 
its yearly proportion of the fees of the Bank Commissioner. 

The Committee, therefore, consider that said bill should be amended by adding to 
section one the following : 

11 Provided, That if, upon examination, the Treasurer of the State shall find that 
the Bank of Poultney is in arrears for any amount of fees of the Bank Commissioner, 
which it is properly and legally incumbent for said Bank to pay, the said State 
Treasurer shall deduct from the said sum of four hundred and thirteen dollars and ten 
cents, such amount as may be in arrears for said Commissioner's fees, which said 
Bank ought properly to pay 

And, that when said bill is so amended, the Committee are of opinion that the bill 
ought to pass.

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REPORT OF THE SELECT COMMITTEE ON THE SUBJECT 

OF SLAVERY. 


( Referred to on page 279 of the Journal.) 


To the Senate now in Session 

The Select Committee to whom was referred so much of the Governor's Message as 
relates to Slavery, having had the same under consideration, would respectfully submit 
the following report, with the accompanying resolutions : 

It would seem to be a work of supererrogation for your Committee, at this time, to 
enter upon a labored disquisition upon those branches of the general subject treated 
upon in the very able report of last session. 

That report embraces every point of the subject that suggests itself to us, excepting 
that of the re-opening of the Slave Trade. Upon this your Committee desire to say a 
few words : 

Within the passing year the importation of slaves has been carried on in tliis country, 
to a great extent in violation, and sometimes in open and bold defiance, of that law of 
Congress which prohibits this commerce under penalties which attach to piracy. 

The actors in these scenes claim that the law which forbids their trade is unconsti- 
tutional and unjust, and that their traffic is proper and honorable ; even of Divine de- 
cree and appointment. This plea your Committee believe to be in one sense legitimate. 
That is, — it is legitimate for the tyrant and opppressor of man to excuse his iniquitous 
acts by such sophistic pleadings. In any sense we believe it fallacious and wicked. It 
is not in accordance with the precepts of the gospel or of our common law whose foun- 
dation is right and justice. 

The constitutionality of the law of Congress which makes the African Slave Trade 
piracy, has scarcely been questioned hitherto. But as our population increases and 
our territories become settled, a greater demand is made for labor; and its price is 
enhanced in the market — hence the cupidity of the slavedealcr is excited, and he seeks 
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behind the plea of unconstitutionality a shelter from the just retribution of the law 
which forbids his trade. 

In proof of the constitutionality of this law it will be sufficient to refer to section 
9th, article 1st, of the Constitution of the United States, which shows by its prohibi- 
tion of any law abolishing the Slave Trade till after the year 1808 that Congress might 
do so after that time. 

Your Committee are aware that in one instance a show has been made by the Ad- 
ministration, of calling the violators of this law to a legal account ; but which resulted 
in the acquittal of the respondents by Southern Courts, although the act was confessed 
and proved. They are also aware that many other instances of nearly equal notoriety 
have occurred which have passed unnoticed and neglected by those whose duty it was 
to rigidly enforce the law ; and that consequently many thousands of Africans have 
been imported and sold into hopeless bondage in the slave marts of these United States 
during the present year. 

It is a pertinent enquiry for the people of Vermont, what remedy can be proposed 
for this growing evil ? Is there none ? Must we look helplessly on and see our free 
institutions gradually overshadowed by those of slavery, and the dignity and nobility of 
free labor crushed beneath the accumulating weight of influence of the degrad- 
ing system ? Shall the slaveholder be permitted to hold the mace of power and com- 
pel us to submit to his rule until, by generation and importation he shall have covered 
our territories with slaves, the clanking of whose chains shall be heard from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific ? Shall he be allowed to govern until a sufficient number of slave 
States are admitted into the Union to give him the preponderance of power in the 
councils of the nation ? No ! Your Committee would respectfully propose a reme- 
dy which we hope will prove effectual, and which, we flatter ourselves, you will ap- 
prove. It is the remedy of the ballot-box. We have no other. Vermont cannot reach 
the subject by legislation, but she will have an opportunity, the coming year, to do her 
proportion of the great work of unseating the Slave Power, and putting the control of 
our national affairs into the hands of the friends of free institutions — into the hands of 
those who will take prompt and efficient measures for the suppression of the importa- 
tion of slaves, as also for the general interests of freedom. That she will do this work 
well, so as to add to her present renown, we ardently hope and believe. 

In conclusion, your Committee would recommend the passage of the following Joint 
Resolutions.

2. Resolved, That the recent events in Virginia, and the universal excitement and 
alarm consequent upon them, plainly prove that the* institution of slavery is fraught 
with appalling dangers to every community in which it exists ; that it mischievously 
interferes with the fraternal regard due from the several States, and from all the citi- 
zens thereof to each other, and impairs the peace and well-being ot the Union itself. 

3. Resolved, That, in our judgment, these events demonstrate the glaring wrong of 
permitting the extension of Slavery to any community where it docs not now exist, or 
of giving it new strength and increased danger in the slaveholding States, by reopen- 
ing the Foreign Slave Trade, or relaxing the laws against it. 

4. Resolved, therefore, That our Senators in Congress be instructed, and our Rep- 
resentatives requested, .to resist all projects for the extension of Slavery and the re- 
opening of the Slave Trade, and to support all practicable measures for & more effective 
suppression of that trade, and to secure a vigorous execution of the law s for that pur 
pose against all offenders. 

6. Resolved , That the Governor be requested to transmit a copy of the foregoing 
resolutions to each of our Senators and Representatives in Congress.

The Committee on Finance, to whom was referred House Bill No. 50, ** exempting 
certain praperty from attachment and execution,’* ask leave to report: 

That they have had the same under consideration, and a majority of Committee 
would recommend the passage of said bill in concurrence. 

While the Committee would fully recognize the right of the creditor, to all of the 
property of the debtor, except such as may be necessary to the support and subsis- 
tence of the debtor and his family ; yet. too rigid a construction of this rule, not only 
does violence to the dictates of humanity in depriving the poor and unfortunate of 
nearly all those comforts and conveniences which render life desirable, but takes away 
aho , nearly all motive to try to better their condition, and thus rendering eventual 
payment less likely than would a more liberal policy. The property proposed to be 
exempted by this bill, is not of the kind which administers to the love of display like 
fist horses and fine carriages, but of the kind which administers tojthc necessities of 
the poor man and his family. What more necessary during our cold winters than a 
team to draw the necessary fuel, to keep the poorly clad family from freezing ? What 
stronger attachment, next after the love to parents and brothers and sisters, can be 
found than is often witnessed in some poor boy, who has worked out by the day, until 
be has got a yoke of calves together, and fed and petted them until they have become 
the household gods of the family. As soon as these objects of interest grow up to use- 
fulness and bc»come of some value, some closely watching creditor of the father poun- 
ces upon them, and the rising hopes and aspirations of the lad are crushed out of him 
and he relapses into indifference to the moral obligation of any and all claims upon 
himself or the family, and either gives himself up to the despair of poverty, or growing 
sharp-witted in the school of adversity, puts his next venture under the cover of own- 
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ership by no mo one else, and the honest outspoken boy is converted into a sharper and 
a rogue of whom a creditor may seek redress in vain. Wc would urge the passage of 
the bill as being more likely to assist in the collection of debts than otherwise.
